REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE EXAMINATION 
OF MASTERS AND MATES. 

CHAPTER I. 

Ge>krai. Rui.es. 

1. Authority for Rogulotions. —These rcffulutions are issued in 
pursuance of Act XXI of 1923. 

By sections 15 and 21 of that Act provision is made for holdinpr exam¬ 
inations for the frrant of certificates of competency and power is friven to 
the Local Governrnent with the sanction of the Governor-General of India 
in Council to make rules for the conduct of such examinations and the 
qualifications of the applicants. 

In accordance with section 11 of the same Act every British foroign- 
^toinf' ship* and every British home-t rade sliiji of 300 -tons or upwrads 
when goiiif' to sea fisim any place in British India shall he provided with 
officers duly certificated under that Act "r under the Merchant Shipping 
Act. 1894, and whoever, having been engaged to serve as blaster or Mute, 
goes to sea as aforesaid us such Master or Mate, without being at the time 
entitled to and possessed of such a ' crtificate, and whoever emplo,ys any 
person as such Master or Mate without ascertaining that he is at the time 
entitled to and possessed of such certificate, is, for each such offence, liable 
to a penally of Rs. 500. 

For rules for the examination of candidates for certificates of com¬ 
petency as Master and Mate of home-trade sailing-vessels exceeding 300 
tons, hut not exceeding 1,000 tons hiinlen, »ee the rules in Appendix M. 

• 2. Time and place of examinations. —Examination,s will he held at 

the Port Office, Calcutta, on the following days: Ist ^londay in JuiTu- 
ury, April, d uly and October and 2nd Monday in February, May, August 
and November. 

Examinations of candidates for certfiicotes of competency as Master 
and Mate, of liome-trude sailing vc.ssels exceeding 300 tons, hut not 
cxceeiling 1,000 tons burden will he held at the Poid Office, (Ihittagong 
on such dates as may he fixed by the Port Officer, Chittagong, with the 
.sanction of the Local Government. 

3. How to apply. —Candidates for examinution must fill up a form of 
application (Form Fxii. 2) at the Port Office. Tim form, jiropcrly filled 
in, together with the candidate’s testimonials and discharges, must be 
lodged with the I’ort Ofiicer, Calcutta, not later than the day before the 
day of examination; and the candidate must conform to any regulations 
in this respect which may he laid down by the l/ocul Goveriimeut. The 
uischarges and tostinionials should he handed in, together with the form <( 
of application, as many days as possible before the date, of the examina¬ 
tion which the candidate desires to attend. In the absence of the 
necessary verification the candidate cannot be examined. 

The Examiner should he particularly careful to ascertain that there 
are no gaps in the candidate’s service iimieh ai-e not properly accounted 
for, before he is allowed up for examination.

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4. How to apply in spooial oaaas<— In cases whera a candidate is in 
doubt whether his service complies with the Rnffiilations, and wishes to 
submit his ease for special consideration, all certificates, discharf^es, and 
testimonials, together with the form of application,* pi-oijerly filled in, 
should be submitted to the. Port Officer. If necessary, the officer will, 
after seeing that all the required information is clearly set forth in the 
papers, forward them with his observations to the liocal Government for 
decision. 

5. InquiriOSi —All other inquiries rcfrardinpf examinations should be 
made and dealt with in the same way. The point on which information 
is sought should be clearly stated, and certificates, discharges, testimon¬ 
ials, etc., should always be forwarded with the inquiry, 

‘ Nature of service determined by actual position on board ship.— 

Sea service, in the foreijyn or home trade, cannot be regarded ns qualify¬ 
ing: for examination for certificates of competency unless it i-an be verified 
by reference to the articles of the ship on which it was performed, c.ff., 
service claimed by testimonial or otherwise to have been ns Mate when the 
actual ratinp as shown by the artiides was only that of boatswain or other 
petty officer will not be accepted whore officer’s service is required. 
Where servici-e ns First (or Second) Mate is required to (jualify for 
examination the candidate must actually have held the executive position 
next (or next but one) to the Master. 

Candidates who represent themselves .as having served in a higher 
capacity than that actually held in the ship render themselves liable to 
prosecution. 

In this connection examiners should remember that it has been a 
common practice for officers to be rated on ship’s articles as " Second 
Mate,” although in reality they were only Third or Fourth Mates and 
acted in one of those positions on board ship, 

• In every case where a candidate for a M.'ister’s certificate of compet¬ 
ency claims service ns Second Mate, he should be requested to make a 
decldration in T)ivn. H of the Form Exn. 2*, to the effect that during his 
service ns Second Mate he had only one officer over him, or if more than 
one. tlmt a Third and Fourth Mate were also carried. 

If the service claimed is as "aiixiliary Second Mate” the candidate 
should be required to state the number of officers serving in a junior 
capacity. 

A candidate with First Male’s service should make a declaration that 
he was the senior officer under the Master, or if not. he must comply with 
the requirements of rule 8fi, as it hn.s been found that in some cases the 
Second Mate has been sierned on the articles ns First Mate, the 7 )roper 
First Mate bcincr called chief officer simply for examination purposes. 

It must be clearly understood that the amount of service laid down in 
the Regulations for each grade of certificate of competency is the absolute 
minimum that can be accepted, and unless a candidate can show the full 
amount he mu.st in no case be allowed up for examination. 

7. Tsctlmonlals raqufredi —Testimonials to character, including 
sobriety, and to experience and ability, on board .ship for at least the last 
twelve months of sen service precedintr the date of application to bo 
examined, will l)e required of all candidates, and without producing them 
no person will be examined. 

8. Penalty for misconduct. —Candidales who have neglected to join 
Iheir vessels after having signed articles, or who have deseid^ed their 
vessels after having joined, or who have been found guilty of gro.ss mis¬ 
conduct on board, will be required to produce satisfactory proofs of two 
years’ subsequent service and good conduct at sea, unless the Tiocal 
Government, after having investigated the matter, should see fit to reduce 
the time. 

9. Deafness and other physical and mental disabilities. —If during 
the progress of the examination the examiner finds that a candidate is 
afflicted with deafness, with an impediment in his speech, or with some 
other physical or mental infirmity, and he is satisfied upon further 
investigation that the degree of deafness or of the impediment or other 
infirmity is such us to render the candidate incompetent to discharge the 
ordinary duties of a Mate, or Master at .sea, he should not allow the 
candidate to complete his examination and should return his examin4l|fon 
foe; but every case in which this action is taken must be reported to the 
Port Officer. 

If the candidate subsequently produces a medical certificate to the 
effect that his hearing, speech, or physical or mental condition has 
improved or is normal, the Port Officer will take into consideration the 
question of allowing the candidate to sit again for examination. >

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10. _For6ign6rs must know J^glislu—Foreigner muBt prove to the 
satisfaction of the examiners that they can speak and write the English 
language sufficiently well to pcirforin the duties required of them on 
board a British vessel. If a candidate fails for ignorance of the English 
language he will not be re-examined until after a lapse of six mouths. 
In the case of camlidates for Home Trade certificates, the'certificates of 
Asiatics who may not be able to speak English shall he endoi’sed to the 
effect that they are valid only for vessels manned and officered entirely 
by Asiatics. 

11. Issue of certiflcate^If the candidate passes he will receive a 
form (Form Exn. Iti) authorising the I’ort Officer to whom it is addressed 
to issue the certificate. It is, therefore, important that the port at which 
the certificate is to be issued should be the samd on both the Forn>Exn. 16 
and the Form Exn. 2. if circumstances should make any alteration 
necessary, the examiner should see that it is made in both forms, other¬ 
wise delay in the issue of the certificate may be caused. 

12. Service found to be ineufllicienti —If after a candidate has passed 
the examination it is discovered on further investigatiiwi that his services 
are insufficient to entitle him to receive a certificate of the grade for 
which he has passed, the certificate will not be granted to him; but if 
the Local Government is satisfied that the error in the calculation of the 
candidate’s services did not occur through any fault or wilful misrepre¬ 
sentation on his part, he may eithcir have the fee returned to him or have 
it placed to his credit. Should his services entitle him to a certificate of 
a lower grade it may be granted to him, and the difference, if any, 
between tlie fee paid by liim for the superior certificate and the, fee pay¬ 
able for the inferior certificate will be returned to him or placed to his 
credit. The superior certificate will not be granted until the candidate 
has performed the amount of sciwicc in which he was deficient, and has 
been re-examined in all the subjects, unless the Local Government sec 
fit to dispense with the re-examination. 

L'f. Failure in Examination. —Tn all cases of failure the candidate 
must be examined anew. If a candidate fails in Seamanship he will not 
be re-examined until after a lapse of six months. Whether the whq|e or 
part of this period must be served at sea must depend upon the subjects 
in Seaniansliip in which the candidatt^ failed, but the amemnt of further 
sea service to be i-eciuired will be left to the discretion of the examiner. 

14. Examiner's Report. —The examiner, in making his report on the 
Form Exn. 14, should state what amount, if any, of further sea service the 
<‘andidat(‘ must perform, and he should also insert this information in 
the Form Exn. 2. 

15. Failure in Navigation. —If a candidate fails three times in Navi¬ 
gation within three mouths, he will not be re-examined until after a 
lap."e of thi'ce months fi'om the date of the last failure. 

16. Candidates failing may be examined for certificate of lower 

grade. —If a candidate fails in his examination for a foredgn-going certi- 
fiimte, and the subjects in which he has ^ailed are not included in the 
syllabus’ prescribed for a certificate of a lower grade, he may, if he so' 
desires, be examined for the lower grade certificate without further form.il 
application or payment of fee, but he will be required to complete the 
whole of the work prescribed for such lower grade. 

No part, however, of the fee he has paid will be returned to him, and 
on presenting himself, when qualified, for re-examination for the higher 
certificate, he will be required to pay again the full fee for the 
examination. 

17. Failure in Seamanship. —If a candidate fails in Seamanship so 
far as regards the management of squaiv-rigged sailing vessels, in his 
examination for an ordinary certificate, be may, if ciualified as to service, 
without further formal application or further payment of fee proceed 
with the examination for a certificate of competency for foivign-going 
steamships, or for foiv-and-uft rigged vessels. 

18. Fee always paid first. —Gamlidates for examination and persons 
enquiring us to the eligibility will be required in making their applica¬ 
tion on Form Exn. 2, to pay the examination fee before any step is taken 
in the way of imiuiririg into their sOi-vices or testing their qualifications. 
If the candidate is found not to be eligible the fee will either be returned 
to him or placed to his credit until he is eligible. 

19. Where to pay fees. —The fee for examination must be paid to 
the Port Office. If a candidate offers a gratuity to any officer of the 
Department, he will be regarded as having committed an act of miscon¬ 
duct, and will be rejected, and not allowed to be again examined for 
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twelve months either at the port where the offence wae committed, or al^ 
any other port. 

20. Fee not returned on failure.—Tf a candidate fails to pass the 
examination no part of the fee will be returned to him.

22. Copy of Lost Certificato.—An applicant for a certified copy of a 
lost Certificate either of Conijietency or Service, must fill in a form* of 
applic.ition, Exu.

In order to prevent delay in 
proceeding with the examination for the certificate as Muster or Slate 
and in the issue of the certificate to successful candidates, the special 
Mercantile Marine linen certificate issued by the St. John's Ambulance 
Association and duly signed by the Lecturer, the Surgeon Examiner, and 
the Assueiutiou’s local representative, or, in Scotland, a c»rrtificatc signed 
• by the TiOcal Examiner of the St. Andrew’s Ambulance Association, to 
the effect that the candidate lias passed the examination for a certificate 
of proficiency, may be accepted us showing that the candidate jmssesses 
the required knowledge of First Aid. * 

24. Sight tests. —(a) Evi!ry candidate for a certificate of competency 
must jia.ss the prescribed sight tests before a cmtificate can be issued to 
him. If circumstances render it necessary for him to proceed with the 
examination in navigation and seamanshi]) before undergoing the sight 
tests, he should be informed mal the examination in navigation and sea¬ 
manship will be cancelled in tlie event of his failure to pass either of the 
sight tests. 

{!}) Letter test. —Every candidate for a certificate must pass the 
letter test. If he obtained a certificate of competency before January 
ist, i‘Ji4, he will only be required to pos.sess half iiornial vision using 
both eyes together. Otherwise ho must pass a higlier standard, viz., 
normal vision using both eyes or either c,\t sepanitely. 

•Any candidate who has obtained his fiist cm'titii'ate under these con- - 
ditious may obtain his higher certificates, jirovided that he lias norinal 
vision using both eyes or either eye separately. 

Detailed information with regard to the conduct of the examination 
and the standards required is contained in Appendix D. 

(c) Lantern test. —E very candidate must undergo the lantern test 
on every occasion on which he presents liiinself for examination for liis 
first certificate of competency; but, if he then pusses, he will not be re¬ 
quired to undergo the lantern test on any subseciueiit occasion. 

No person who holds a certificate of competency should be examined 
in colour vision. 

{d) A candidate who fails to pass the prescribed foiun vision test may 
present himself for rc-exumiuation at intervals of throe months. A 
candidate who fails to pass the lantern test cannot be re-examined. 

In the case of a candidate who is i-eferred for further examination tint 
Port Ollicer will make an-angeinonts for a special examination., it is 
also open to any candidate who is adjudged to have failed in the lantern 
test to appeal to the Local Governnicnt, who may, if they think fit, remit 
the case to a special body of examiners for decision. 

(e) The Local Government wdll repay, at a rate wliich will be notified 
to the candidate, the travelling expenses of any camlidale who is referred 
tor further examination, os well as the travelling expenses of any can¬ 
didate who, having appealed against failure, is reported by the special 
examiners to-have passed. No payment whatever will be made towards 
the expenses of candidates who, upon their own application, are examined 
by the Special Examiners, and ore reported by them to have failed, unless 
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tile Local Goverumciit consider tliiit the particular circumstances of the 
case justify such payment. 

(/) When a candidate fails to puss the lantern teat, the examiner 
will point out to him the conditiiins under which he can appeal. Appeals 
are to he made throufjh the Port Officer, and forwarded to Local Govern¬ 
ment with the Examiner’s remarks. 

{(/) Only Examiners whij have themselves passed the lantern tests are 
to undertake the local examinations. 

(h) 'I’he fee paid for examination for a eertificate of eompettmey 
includes the fee of two rupees for examination in form and colour’vision, 
and if the candidate fails to pass those tests, this fee will, w’ith the 
^cepfion of two nipees, be returned to him. 

(r) No additional fee will be char},'ed to any candidate referred for 
special examination, but a candidate who appeals against failure will be 
required to pay a special fee which will be returned to him if he passes 
the special examination. Tf a candidate, who has been rcpr)rted by the 
Special Examiners as havinf; failed, is still dissati.sfied, it will be open 
to him, if he so desires, to present himself for a second special examina¬ 
tion on payment of a fee of rupees seventy-five, provided that he briuRS 
with him a friend to witnesss the examination. 

This second examination will, however, be entirely voluntary, and 
will form no part of the examination for a certificate of conqietency. 
The Tiocal Government will, howe\vr, jjive c-onsidi'ration to the result of 
such examination in determininR whether a certificate shall be {jranted. 

The siffht tests are open to all p(*rsons serving or intendinp to serve 
in. the Mercantile Marine or in fishinp vessels, and all such persons 
recommended to take the earliest opportunity of uscertuinin>? whether 
their vision is such as to qualify them for sc^rvico in that profession. 

. Any such pereon, if desirious of underKoinp: the tests, must make 
application to the Port Officer, on the Form Exn. 2a, and must pay a fen 
of two rupees. 

This fee will be payable on each occasion on which a candidate is 
examined. 

24A. FOOS in Appeal Cases* —Oandidates who on appeal from the 
result of the local tests are grunted a Hi)eeial examination are notified 
by the J’ort Officer of the Ijme at which they should attend for special 
examination and are expected to inform the Poil Officer whether or not 
they will be able to attend at that. time. A candidate who, after inform¬ 
ing the J’ort Officer that he will attend, fails to appear at the time 
H|>i>ointed, will forfeit the appeal fee of Rs. .‘10 and will lie required to 
deposit a further foe of the same amount before further arrangements 
cun be made fur his speiual examination.

(4) The special regulations (sub-rules 2 and 3) in regard to the accep¬ 
tance of service a.s qualifying for the examination for ccrtificufe.s n.s First 
Mate and Ma.sfer shall apply only when liie service is performed in the 
(ifiecified capacities upon ocean-going .steamers of not leas than 8,000 tons 
gross, making an average speed of If) knots or upwards and carrying a crew 
of not less than 130 men, including at least five deck officers besides the 
Master. 

38. Fore*and*aft oartifloates. —ftertificates for the grades of Second 
Mate, Only Mate, First Mate, and Master,of fore-and-aft rigged vessels 
will be i.ss’uod to candidates who have not complied with the regulalion 
which requires them to have served at least one year in .square-rigged sail¬ 
ing vessels, or who prove in course of examination that they arc ignorant 
of the management of square-rigged ships. In other respects the qualifica¬ 
tions for examination for such certificates are the same as for Ordinaiy 
certificates. 

The examinations for the grades of Second Mate, Only Mate, First 
Mate, and Mn.ster, of fore-and-aft rigged vessels will be precisely the same 
as for the Ordinary certificates, excepting that in seamanship a know¬ 
ledge of the management of square-rigged vessels is not required. 

A certificate for fore-and-aft rigged vessels will not entitle the 
pos8e.s8or to act in any case in which a certificate for square-rigged vessels 
is required. Amongst square-rigged vessels are classed full-rigged 
ships, barques, brigs, barquentincs, brigantines, and steamships carrying 
square sails. 

A candidate possessing a certificate for fore-and-aft rigged vessels and 
desiring to be examined for an Ordinary certificate, must prove that he 
has served at sea at least one year in a square-rigged sailing vessel, unless 
he has previously held an Ordinary certificate of a lower grade. 
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'iO. Steamship Certifloates. —Certificaten applyinpr only steamships 
are issued to nuiididutes who are either unable to comply with the rcRU- 
lations which require them to have pnased one year in squui'e-riggod 
sailitiff vessels or who j)rove in course of examination that they are 
i^oraut of the muiiagomeht of square-riftKod sailing vessels. All the 
qualifying service i)rescribed for these certificates may have been per¬ 
formed in steamships. 

These certificates will entitle thd holders to go to sea as Masters or 
Mates of foreign-going' steamships, but! will not entitle them to go to sea 
as Masters or Mates of foreign-going sailing ships. 

There will be no distinction in these certifii'ntes between fore-and-aft 
rigged steamships and square-rigged steamships. 

49. Second Mate, Steafnshipsi —The qualifications ns to age and ser¬ 
vice are the same as for an Oi dinaiy Secoiul Mate’s certificate rule 27) 
excepting that the whole of the service nia.y have hecii performed in steam¬ 
ships and that no service in sfiunre-rigged sailing vessels is required. 

41. Second Mate, 8teamshi|M: Navigation. —The examination in navi¬ 
gation for a Second.Mate’s certificate for foreign-going steamships will be 
ju’ccisely the same as that prescribed for an Ordinary Second Mate’s 
certificate. 

42. Second Mate, Steamshipe: Seamanahip. —The candidate must 
understand and bo able to give satisfactory answers on the following 
subjects: — 

(ft) The standing and running rigging of steamships. 

Qi) Bending, unbending, setting, taking in, and furling sail. 

(c) Sending musts and yards up and dpwn, etc. 

(rl) Seeing everything in readiness and clear for getting under way, 
and the precautions to be then observed with regard to steering 
gear and connection, engines, propeller, etc. 

(e) Care and usage of mechunicnl logs and sounding machines. 

(/) Management of iships’ boats in heavy weather. 

(ff) Dunnaging and stowing cargo, etc. 

()i) The rules of the Hoad as regards both steamers and sailing vessel 
their regulation linrhts and fog and sound signals. 

(i) Signals of distress, and signals to be made by ships wanting a ])ilot, 
and the liabilities and penalties iticurred by the misuse of these 
signals. 

O') The marking and use of the ordinary lead and log lines. 

(k) The construction, use, and action of the sluices, and of the water- 

ballast tanks. 

(l) Engine-room and other telegraphs used on board ship, and deck 

appliances generally. 

(m) Use and management of the rocket apparatus in the event of a 

vessel being stranded. 

(n) Any other questions appertaining to the duties of the Second Mate

4>1. Only Mate, Steamships. —The qualifications as to age and service 
are the same as for an Onl.y Mate’s Ordinary certificate tee rule 30) en- 
cepting that the whole, of the service may have been performed in steam¬ 
ships and no service in sciuare-rigged vessels is required. 

44. First Mate, Steamships. —The qualifications as to age and sei-vice 
are the same ns for a First Mate’s Ordinary certificate (see rule 31) ex¬ 
cepting that the whole of the service may have been in steamships, and 
that no service in square-rigged vessels is required. 

45. Mata, Staamships! Navigation. —The examination in navigation 
for ah Only or First Mate’s certificates for foreign-going steamships will be 
precisely the same as that prescribed for an Ordinary First Mate’s certi¬ 
ficate (see rule 32). 

46. Mata, Staamships: Saamanship. —In addition to the qualifica¬ 
tions required for a Second Mate’s certificate, an Only or First Mate will 
be required to show a knowledge of the following subjects: — 

(a) Shifting largo spars; rigging sheers; and taking lower masts in 
and out. 

(5) How to moor and unmoor ship; keep a clear anchor; and carry out 
an anchor. 

(c) Management of a steamship in stormy weather. 

(fl) How to rig purchases for getting heavy weights, anchors, machin¬ 
ery, etc., in and out. 

(e) How to dispose various kinds of cargo and weights in a stiff and in 
a tender vessel.

47. Master, Steamships, —The qualification as to age and service are 
the same as for a Master’s Ordinary certificate for a foreign-going ship 
(jicc rule ;I4), excci)ling that the whole of the service, niu.v have been per¬ 
formed in steamships, and that no service in square-rigged vessels is 
required. 

48. Master, Steamships: Navigation.--The cxaminalion in naviga¬ 
tion for a Master’s certificate for foreign-going steamships will be 
precisely the same as that prescribed for an Ordinary Master’s certificate 
{xee rule 8'»). 

49. Master, Steamships: Seamanship. —Tn addition to the qualifica¬ 
tions required for the grades of Second and First Mate, a Master will be 
■ required to show a knowledge of the following subjects: — 

(a) Construction of rafts and jury rudders suitable for screw 
steamships. 

(h) The presci-vatiou of the ship’s screw in the event of wreck. 

(c) Management of steamships In heavy weather.

50. Steamship certifleates, how changed. —A candidate possessing a 
certificate for foieign-going steamships, and desiring t<) be examined for 
an Ordinary certificate, must piuve that he has served at sea at least one 
year in a squai'e-rigged .sailing vessel, unless he has previously held an 
t)rdinary certificate of a lower grade. 

51. Mate, Home Trade. —A .candidate must be not less than nineteen 
ycni’s of age, and have seiwed four years at sea. 

• 51 A. Mate (Home Trade).— Every candidate will be required to 
produce a valid Hoard of Trade Certificate of. Efficiency ns Tiifeboatman. 

A candidate for a Certificate as Mate, Home Trade, will also be re¬ 
quired — 

(*) To find the latitude by the meridian altitude of the sun. 

(tt) To "find the true amplitude of the sun and the error of the com¬ 
pass therefrom, also the deviation, variation being given.

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62. Mate, Hom«<Trade! Navigation^ITe must write a legible hapd 
ind spell correctly, and undei-stand the first five rules of arithiuetic, l)oth 
simple and compound. .He must be able to take a bearing by compass, 
oe conversant with the use of a Menjator’s Chart, and he able to find, on 
a chart or plan, the course or couines to steer and the distance or distances 
from one given position to another; to find the ship’s position, together 
with the set and drift (if an_y) on a chart or plan from cmss bearings of 
two objects; to find the ships po.sition from two bearings of the same or 
different objects, the course and distance run between taking the bearings 
being given, making due allowance for a given tide or current; also the 
distance of the ship froin the objects or any given position at the time 
i4 taktng the second hearing; to find on a chart or plan the course to 
iteer by compass in order to counteract the effect of a given tide or 
current and to find the distance the ship will make good towards a giver, 
point in a certain time, and to work out practically the correction to

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66. Masterp Home-Trade: Seamanship. —In addition to the qualifica- 

tiona required of n Mato of u hoine-tmde paswnper Hliip, a Master must 
understand how to rig a sea anchor, and what means to apply to keep a 
steamship with machinery disal)led out of the ti-ough «»f tiie sea; also how 
to get a cast of the lend in heavy weather, etc. lie will be examined as 
to his re.sourees for the preservation of the crew and passengers in the 
event of wreck and the steps to be taken if his vessel is disabled and 
drifting towards a lee shore, and will .be required to answer any other 
questions apiiertaiiiing to the manugeinent of a home-trade passenger 
ship which the Examiner may. think necessary to put to him. 

57. Yacht CertifioateS. —The examination for these certificates is 
purely voluntary and is confined to persdns who command their own 
Britisli sea-going pleasure yachts. A Master of a yacht who is not also 
the sole owner, or who is under 21 years of age, is not eligible for 
examination. 

Only one description of certificate will be issued, whether the yacht 
is foreign-going or cruises within the home-trade limits. 

The cortiticate wdll not entitle the holder to coiiiinaiid any vessel 
except tlie pleasure yacht or yachts, of wliicli he is at the time the sole 
owner. 

(Candidates are not required to have Served any specified time afloat, 
ns it is believed tliut their sea knowledge will be suiHcienlly tested by the 
examination they will have to pass in seamanship. 

Testimonials of service need la** be shown, but a candidate for exam-_ 
ination will be required to produce a statukny declaration to the effect 
(1) that he is sole owner of the yacht; (2) that the yacht is sea-going; 
(d) that it is not to be used for trading jiurposes. He will also be 
required to (ill up the form of application (Form Exn. 2), and pay the fee 
of Ks. ;{() at the I’ort Office, as prescribed in rule 5. 

In all other respects, except that the candidate will not he reijuired 
to produce a “ First Aid ” certificale, (he regulalions relating to examina¬ 
tions of Masters of foreign-going ships will apply in these cases. 

58. Yacht Master: navigation. —The examin.'ition in navigation for 
a Yacht Master’s certificate will be precisely the .same as that prescribed 
(or an (.Irdinary Masliir’s certificate, except that in the civil duties of a 

■ shijnnuster the Master of a yacht will only lx? expected to pos.sess a 
knowledge of what he is reijuired to do by M. S. Acts. 

59. Yacht Master: Seamanship. —He must give satisfactory answers 
as to his knowledge of making and taking in sail, and as to the manage¬ 
ment of a yacht under t-unva.s in moderate and in stormy weather. He 
must have a thorough knowledge of the Hule of the Road at sea as 
regards both steamers and sailing vessels, their regulation lights ai'd 
fog and sound signals, and be able to describe the signals of distress, and 
the signals to be made by ships wanting a pilot and the liabilities and 
pcnnltie.s inenrred by the misu.se of these signals. He must also under¬ 
stand the use and nmnageinent of the rocket apparatus in the event of his 
ve.ssel being stranded. He must ho eb'e to mark and use the lead and 

* log lines; to cast a vessid on a lee shore; to moor and unmoor a ship; to 
keep a clear anchor, and to carry out an anchor. He must know how to 
keep his ve.ssel out of the trough of the sea in the event of aciddent; 
how to rig rafts and jury rudders, etc.; and what steps to take if his vessel 
is disabled or unmanageable and drifting towards a lee shore. He will 
al.so be examiiKul as to hi.s resources for (he preservation of the (rrew in 
the event of wreck. He must alo po.ssess a knowledge of the measures he 
should adopt for preventing and checking an outbreak of scurvy on 
hoard; and be prepared to answer any other questions relating to the 
management of a yacht, either steam or sailing, which the examiner may 
ask. 

60. Provisional Cortifleotos. —I’rovisional certificates for foreign- 
goin|r ships or for foreign-going steamships, according to the candidate’s 
qualifications, are granted on the conditions stated below to any officer of 
the Mercantile Marine who may require such a certificate to qualify irim 
for appointniont to or promotion in the Royal Naval Re.serve. These 
certificates are only issued for Royal Naval Reserve purposes, and do not 
authorise the holders to go to sea as First Mate or Masters. 

Candidates for these certificates, must apply to the I’ort ('ifficer, 
Calcutta, fill up the forin of application (Exn. 2) and pay the insual fee. 
They must produce their Fii-st or Second Mate’s certificates of compet¬ 
ency, and an authority from the Local Government before they can lie 
examined. This authority should be obtained through the I’ort Officer. 

61. Provisional CartiAoatOk First Mate.— I’rovisiunnl certificates as 
First Mate are granted to candidates who can prove that they have 
served five years at sea and that during one year of this period thev have 
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served in a (utpnciity not lower than Fourth Hate while holdinjj _a Second 
Mute's eertifieute. They must pass the usual examination for First Mate 
and pay the usual fee. The provisional certificate is exchangeable for 
the full eeriificate as First Mate, without further payment or examina¬ 
tion, on production to the I’ort Officer of satisfactory proofs that the 
holder has served at sea not less than 12 months in a foreign-going vessel 
in a capacity not lower than Fourth Mute, aud that during the whole of 
that period he has been in regular charge of a watch and in possession 
of a certificute of competency as Second Mate. 

(i2. Provisional Certifloatesi Master. —Pi-ovisional certificates as - 
Master are granted to candidates who can pn»ve not loss than six n'd a 
half yea#’ service at sea, and Adio pass the \isual examination for Master 
aud pay the usual fee. Of this service two and a half years Tuust have 
been served in a capacity not lower than Fourth Mute of an ocean-going 
steamship, during the last 12 months of which the candidate must have 
been in possession of a full certificate as Fijst Mate. These certificates 
will he exchanged for the full certificate as Master without further pay¬ 
ment or examination,* on production to the Port Officer of satisfactory 
proofs that the holder has served at sea either (a) not less than two and 
a half years in a foreign-going vessel in charge of a watch in a capacity 
not lower than Fourth Mate, and that during 12 months of this period 
he has served as Second Mate w’hilc in possession of a full certificate of 
competency as Fimt Mate, or (h) not less .than three and a half years 
in a foreign-going vessel in charge of a watch in a (‘upaeity not lower 
than Fourth Mate, and that during two years of this period he has served 
in a capacity not lower than Third Mate whilst in ])OBse8sion of a full 
Certificute of comjielency as First Mate. 

63. Voluntary Examination in Compass Deviation. —Any person 
holding a (^(rtificatc of any grade in the foreign or home trade, or os 
Master of his own pleasure yacht, who wishes to puss a vcdunlai-y exam¬ 
ination in compass deviation, can at any time be examined upon filling 
up the usual form of application, and paying to the Port Oflic^er the fee 
of Rs. 15. If the candidate passes the examination a note to that effect 
will be made upon his certificate. 

64. Voluntary Examination in signalling. —The examination in . 
Signalling as prescribed for candidates for the Extra Master’s certificate 
is open as a voluntary examinatioh to all persons holding, or who have 
passed for, or who are candidates for, a certificate of competency of any 
grade. 

If the candidate passes, the fact with the date and place of passing 
will be recorded upon his certificate of comj)elency. 

Candidates may be examined at any port where Ordinary examina¬ 
tions are held upon filling up the form of application (Exn. 2) and paying 
the fee of Rs. 15. (See Appendix C.) . 

No fee, however, will be charged for this examination if it is taken 
at the sunie time as that at which a candidate is examined for any 
certificate of competency. i 

65. Voluntary Examination in Stoam. —These examinations are pro¬ 
vided for the purpose of giving Masters and Mates who are possessed of 
c(!rlificates of competencj’ an opportunity of undergoing a veduntary 
examination as to their practical knowledge of the use and working of 
the steam-engine. They are conducted under the superintendence of 
the Port ()ffi('er at such times as he may appoint for the purpose. 

The examination is open to any person who holds a Certificate of any 
grade in the foreign or home trade or as Master of his own pleasure yacht. 
Full ])urticulars of the examination are given in Appendix G. 

66. Examination in Steam: how to apply.— Candidates should fill up 
the form of application (Form Exn. 2) at the Port Office, pay the fee of 
Rs. 15 and deposit their certificates and testimonials with the Port Officer, 
who will inform them when and where to attend to be examined. The 
usual testimonials for sobriety and good conduct for at least the last 18 
months preceding the date of application to be examined must be 
produced. 

67. Examination in Steam: endorsement of certifloate.— If the can¬ 
didate passes. Form Exn. 15, together with a written report of the 
examination, should be sent to the Port Officer and the candidate’s 
certificate, together with the form Exn. 2, will be sent to the Ijocal 
Government; the words “Certified to have passed in Steam,” with the 
date and place of examination, will then be entered on the certificate and 
its duplicate, and the certificate will be sent to the Superintendent of the 
Mcn-antile Murine Office at the port named in the Form Exn. 2, and will 
bo delivered to the candidate in the usual manner. 
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The endorsement of a Master’s or Mate’s Certificate Tor “ Steam ” 
does not, however, imply that he is (lualified tn perform the duties of an 
Engineer. 

68. Examination in Steam: failuiu —If the candidate fails to pass 
his Certificate will be returned to him at once, hut he may not jiresent 
himself for r<M‘xamination until the exjjiration of three mouths from the 
date of failuie. 

69. Certifioates of Service. —A person* who has attained the rank of 
lieutenant in His Majesty's Navy or in His Majesty’s Royal Indian 
Marine Service, is entitled to apply for a certificate of service as 
Master of a foreign-going ship without examination. This certificate 
will not entitle the holder to go to sea as Master or Mate of a htftne-trade 
passenger shi]). 

Certificate of service will be issued by the Board of Trade only. 
Applications for (certificates of service of the Royal Indian Marine must 
be made on a printed form, Exn. 18, which will he sujiplied free of 
charge on application to the Director of the Royal Indian Marine. 

Applicants on duty in India should submit their claims to the 
Director for transmission to the Government of India and the India 
Office. Officers on leave in England should submit their claims to the 
India Office on tlie printed form which niav be obtained from that office. 

Applications for certificates of service hy officers of the Royal Navy 
on the active list must be mud(; through their commafiding officers, and 
applications fiom officers of the Royal Navy on half-pay must be made 
to the Secretary of the Admiralty, who in either case will forward the 
application to tlie Board of Trade. 

7U. Ambulance Certificates and Government Awards. —An officer in 
the Mercantile Marine who holds a certificate of proficiency in Eirst Aid 
to the Injured from the St. .lohn’s or St. Andrew's Ambulance Association 
or some e(|uivalent certificate, can have the fact endorsed on his certi¬ 
ficate of competency provided the latter was issued before April 1st, 1908, 
if the two certificates are foi-wardod to the I’ort Officer. 

Recipients of Government awards can also have the fact stamped on 
their certificates of competency, if they submit evidence? of the award 
together with their certificate in a similar manner. 


CHARTER III. 


Rules kou estimatinu sea service. 

• 

71. 8m SSrviCS. —In these Regulations sea service’ is reckoned from 
the eoniiueuceineiit to the termination of the voyage. The certificates 
of discharge for service in the foreign trade will generally be accepted as 
proof of sea service, hut certificates of discharge for service in the home 
or coasting trade must always bo sent to the I'ort Officer for vitrification. 
Port Officer and Examiners will be careful to see that these discharges 
have not been in any way tampered with, and will report any suspicious 
case to the Local Government. 

For all certificates of competency ns Master or Mate in the Mercantile 
Marine, the qualifying service usually reijiiired is service performed in 
ordinary trading vessels. While the Regulationes provide for the 
acceptance in part of certain kinds of non-trading service (c.//., that 
performed in fishing-lioats, yachts, pilot vessels, etc.), non-trading service 
not specially provided for in the Regulations cannot be nccejited as quali¬ 
fying service unless it has been suhniitted to the Local Government and 
their sanction obtained. 

72. Sea service for foreign-going certifleates.— For foreign-going 
certificates the term “ sea service ” means, unless otherwise slated, 
service performed in foreign-going vessels. 

78. Oflloera’ service: Home Trade. —Service in a lower grade than 
First or Only Mate in the home or coasting trade will not be recognized 
as officers’ service towards qualifying a candidate for examination for a 
foreign-going certificate. 

74. Service under the Admiralty. —All service afloat, in His Majesty’s 
ships or in auxiliary supply ships or any other ships in attendance on 
the Fleet between August 4th, 1914 and December -‘list, 1920 inclusive, 
will be accepted in full (subject to the ordinary conditions as laid down 
in these Regulations) as qualifying sea service fur either Home Trade or 
Foreign-going certificate. 
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The Local Government cannot undertake to accept the whole or any ^ 
definite pi'oportion of service in the ILiyal Naval Reserve, which is not 
(qualifying service in uccordauce with these Regulations, but they will • 
be prejinred to consider syiiijiathetically an application for_ examination 
fi-om a candidate who hus-been prevented by his seiwice in the Royal 
Naval Reseiwe between August 4th, 1924 and December 31st, 1920 
inclusive from complying fully with the Jcquirements. 

75. Service in the Army. —^'fhe Ixicul Government is anxious that, so 
far as is reasonably possible,.seamen or apprentic^es who served in the 
Army between August 4th, 1924 and December .“list, 1920 inclusive should 
not be hindered in their ordinaiy piofisssion; and they are prepni-cd to 
(jonsider sympathetically any application to be exainined by a /-andidate 
wha has been preventecl {lom complying fully ■with the Regulations 
owing t(5 his service in the Army. 

70. Officers and seamen interned abroad. —A portion of the time 
spent by officer and seamen interned abroad betw'een August 4th, 1914 
and December 31st, 1920 inclusive, will be accepted in lieu of a portion 
of the (qualifying sea service nxquired to (qualify them for examination, 
for a certificate (if competency. The amount of such time so allowed 
will be decided by the Port Officer. 

77. Service in Home Trade. —For Home-Trade Passenger shin certi¬ 
ficates stuvice in the home or coasting tmde is regarded as wquivment to 
service in the foreign trade; but for Foi-eign-going certificates it is 
regarded as only fl|uivaleut to two-thirds of the time served in the foreign 
trade, except in the case of Indian coasting voyages extending beyond a 
distance of 500 miles from th(! qmrt of departure in vessels commanded 
bv Masters holding foreign-going certificates, when such service will 
count as foreign voyages, and will he ivckoned as full time; but the 
time spent in the port of doqjarture or home port will not be allowed to 
count. In all cases the length of service is deemed to commence on the 
date of sailing from the jjort of departure or home qiort and to end on the 
date of arrival at tto; home qjort. Such service must be vouched for in 
the form laid down in Aqjpcndix li. 

7S. CertiflcatCf meaning of. —By the word “ certificate ” is meant a 
certifi(;ate of competency granted by the Board of Trade under the 
Merchant Shi^pping A(;ts, or by the Government of British self-governing 
Dominion, Colony, or l’o.ss(!.ssion, under an Order in Council i.ssued in 
jnirsnance of the Merchant Sliipping Acts. 

A list of the Colonial certificates referred to will be found in 
Apqx'iidix K. Th(\v arc of the same force as the corresponding 
certificates granted l)y the Board of Trade. 

79. Colonial local certificates. —The holder of u Colonial certificate; 
for foreign-going sliijjs imf granted under tin* Merchant Shij)q)ing Acts 
w'ho desires to he examined for an Tmq)erial certificate of the same grade, 
must prove that he has performed the amount of service required by these 
Regulations to entitle him to hold su(;h a certificate.* lie must also 
produce satisfactory testimonials as to character for at least the last 12 
months of .sea service prinasding his apqdicution to be examined. 

8U. Foreign-going certificates. —Where a foreign-going certificafe is 
r(!quired in order to (qualify a candidate for examination, the certificate 
may be either an Grdinary certificate, or a certificate for fore-and-aft 
rigged vessels, or a certificate for foreign-going steamships. 

81. Pilot defined. —The terpi “ pilot ” in these Regulations {see rules 
31 and 54) means a jiilot who is tunployed in geneml pilotage, and holds a 
first class jiilot’s certificate from some competent authority authorising 
him to pilot v(?ssels outsi(l(! harbour and jiartially smooth water limits. 

A Master Pilot of the Bengal I’ilot Service is for the purpose of this rule 
to b(‘ considen'd as a first class pilot. 

82. Officer’s service.^ —Officer's .s(*rvice to lie recognised as qualifying 
for purposes of examination must be performed with the reiquisite certi¬ 
ficate as specified in appendix 1. The officer's service performed by men 
who have been duly promoted during the coui'se of avoyage (see rule 86) 
who, in conse(quence of serving in vessels plying Iielween ports abroad, 
have been unable to obtain the nccessai’y certificates, may, however, be 
recognised, qirovided that it is other respects satisfactory. 

83. Foreign officers. —Foieign officers who wish to apply for a 
British certificate of competency must in all cases have perfprmed their 
qualifying officer's service with the requisite British certificate. The 
service may have been performed in foreign vessels if the candidate can 
pnxluce satisfactory testimonials as to conduct and character, and is able 
to prove that the service has been in the required capacities, and that 
during the period of service he has held a British certificate of 
competency of the gmde required by the Regulations (see rule* 87). 
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84. In Ohargn of a watchi —When service in ehar(iCe of a watch in 

either the foreign or homo trade is specified in the vegulutions, euiididates 
for certificates of competency us First Mate must he able to pinve that 
during eight months at least of their service they have kej)t full 7-egulur 
watch dvrintj the whole royaije, i.c., from port to port, which, if in the 
foreign trade, must amount to not less lhan 8 hours of each 24 hours’ 
service. Where a candidate can jirovc eight months of such full service, 
service performed in cases where watches w(?re doubled at any time 
during the voyage will lie accejited as equivalent to half the same period 
of full watch-kee])ing service. No umosnt of occasional service will, by 
itself, be accepted us qualifying service. Candidates for certificates 
of competency us Master will be n'quired to have sciwed during the whole 
of the time specified by the Regulations, in full charge of a watch, and no 
service performed under the system of double watches, exeypt as the 
senior officer, will be accepted as (lualifying service for a certificate of 
of this grade. (Ireat care must be exercisml bv the Examiners and others 
in regard to such sei-vice and unless the candidate produces a clear and 
satisfactory testimonial specially setting forth tin* al)o\e facts, from the 
Master or owner of the vessel in which the service was perforiiicd, it must 
not be accepted. • 

85. Additional matos. —S<*rvice as additional or auxiliary First or 
Second mates in largo foreign-going ve.s.sels, when in both cases Third 
and Fourth Mates are also carried, will count as l irsl Mates or Second 
Mate’s service, as the casi^ may bo, proviiled that the candidate was 
entered on the articles in one of these capacities, and that lie produces 
the nei-cssary certificate (.see rule 84) siiowing that he was in charge of a 
watch or watches during the whole time claimed. (See also rule (i.) 

86. Promotion during voyage. —Whenever a man has, from any 
cause, been regularly iiromoted on the occurrence of a vacancy in the 
coui-se of the voyage from the rank in which he tii-st shipped, and such 
promotion, with the ground on which it has bcicn uuide, is properly en¬ 
tered in the ui'ticles anil in thi? Official Log Rook, he will receive creilit 
for his service in the higher grade for the period subsequent to his pro¬ 
motion. 

87. Evidence as to Service in foreign vessels. —The testimonials of 

service of foreigners and of Rritish otlicei’s and seamen si*rving in foreign 
vc.ssel8, which cannot be veriticil by the I’ort Odiccr, must be confirmod 
either by the (_)onsuI of the country to which the shi]) in which the candi¬ 
date served belonged or by some other recognised official authority of 
that country, oi' liy the testimony of some ci'cilible ])erson on the spot 
having personal knowledge of the facts r(‘quiivd to be established. The 
pniduction, hnwovci’, of such prools will not of necessity be deemoil 
sufficient. Kach case will be decided on its own merits, and if the suffi¬ 
ciency of the.jiroofs given appears to be at all doubtful, it must be referr¬ 
ed to the Government for ilei ision. 

88. Auxiliary screw ships, —Service in vessels with auxiliary steam 
or motor power which use their propelli.ig nuudiinery only in calni.s or 
iduring light winds, is considcreil as service performed in sailing vessels. 

89. Excursion steamors.— In the ease of excursion steamers only 
such service as can be pi-oved to have been performed at sea will be ai’cept- 
ed. 


9U. Service as carpenter, sailmaker, cook, steward, etc. —Gaudid.-ues 

who.se service has been ])erfornied in capacities other than u])prentiee, 
midshipman, cadet, onlinary seaman or able seaman— e.y,, men who 
have .serveil as curjienter, or sailmaker, or as cook in small vessels where 
cooking is only a part of u man's duty -will be rcquiivd to satisfy the 
Fort Offieer that tliey have ilnriiig the wliole time elaimed performed 
deck duties in addition to tlieii' own piirticular work, and that they have 
a good knowledge of scamanshii). Tlnwc facts may possibly he proved 
by the production of satisfactory certificates fi-oni the Musters with whom 
the eaiididute has served; hut siudi service will only he accepted us equi¬ 
valent to two-thirds of the time served as ordinary (leek hand. Failing 
satisfactory evidence, the applicant will be recpiired to perform addi¬ 
tional service in the capacity of seanuui. Service ns cook (under other 
conditions than the above), or as steward, purser, or wireless operator 
will not he accepted. 

91. Servicu as wireless operator. —If a candidate has Wn engaged 
on articles of agreement us seaman or in any seamen rating and has served 
both as a seaman and as a wireless operator two-thirds of such .service 
may be counted ns (qualifying service.

If a candidate lins been engaged on artiides of agreement as a wireless f 
nperatbr and has served us such, one quarter of the service up to a max¬ 
imum of twelve months may be counted as qualifying service. 

92. Service in fishing or pilot vessels. —Service performed exclu¬ 
sively iu trawlei's and other ileej) sea fishing vessels, or in pilot vessels, 
will not qualify a candidate for examination. He must in addition 
lirove the following service: — 

(«) h'or a Eoreign-goiug certificate, service? for at least 18 mouths in 
an ordinary trading .vessel in the foreign trade, or the equi¬ 
valent period, 27 nionths, in the home or coasting trade. 

(h) Eor a Home-Trade Passenger Ship certificate, service for at least 
ta-elve months in an ordinary trading vessel in the foreign, 

^ home, or coasting trade, 

98. Sorvios in yachts. —Service in pleasure yachts will he accepted 
as qualifying service under the following conditions: — 

(a) It must in all cases he verified by satisfactory proofs, which 
must set forth clearly and in detail the nature and dui'ation 
of the seivice claimed; and it must l)e distinctly understood 
that only actual sea service will he accepted, and that service 
iu harbour or port is inadmissible. 

(t) Service in foreign-going yachts will he accepted in full; and 
.service performed wiiliin Home-Tra(te limits in sailing yachts 
of not less ihau hO tons net register or in steam yachts of not 
less than 80 Ions gross register will he accepted in the piopor- 
tion stated in rule 80; hut candidates must also show (1) fur 
a h'oreigu-goiug certificate, service for at least 18 months in 
an ordinary tnuliug vessel in the foreign trade, or for the equi¬ 
valent period, 27 months, in an ordinary trading vessel in the 
huiiie or coasting trade; (2) for a Home-Trade Passenger ship 
certificate, service for at least 12 months in an ordinary 
trading vessel in the foreign, home or coasting trade. 

(c) Service within Home-Trade liniit.s iu sailing yachts of 20 tons 

net register, or iu steam yachts of 40 tonfi gross register, will 
be accepted towards qualifying a candidate for a foreign-going 
ceilificate as equivalent to half the same time served in the 
foreign trade, hut no amount of such service shall count as 
more than two years’ service in the foreign trade, and no such 
service shall count as ofticer's .s(?rvice to (jualify candidates for 
foreign-going certificates. 

(d) Service within home-trade limits in sailing yncht.s uf not less 

than 20 tons net register, or in steam yacht of not less than 
40 tons gross register, will he aci-eptiid at the ordinary rate 
as qualifying service for Home-Trade Passenger Ship certifi¬ 
cates, hut candidates must prove that they have in addition 
seiwed for at least 12 months in an ordinary trading vessel iu 
the foreign, iKUiie, or coasting trade. 

(e) Service within TIome-Trade limits in sailing yachts of less than 

20 tuns net register, or in steam yachts of less than 40 tons# 
gross register, will not he accepted as qualifying service for 
any class of certificate. 

94. Service in tugs. War Department vessels, etc. —Sei-vice perform¬ 
ed in tugs outside partially smooth water limits may- he accepted as sea 
service for the purpose of (pialifying a candidate for a Mate’s or Master’s 
certificate for Home-Trade Passenger Ships only. 

Service performed in War Department vessels employed outside par¬ 
tially smooth water limits may he acce])ted as sen service to (qualify a 
candidate for a Mate’s ur Muster’s certificate for home-trade passenger 
ships only. This sei-vice cannot lie accepted towards qualifying a can¬ 
didate for a Foreign-going certificate, unless there should he some very 
exceptiunal circumstances, when the case, together with all the candidate’s 
papers, should he submitted to the Port Officer for his consideration. 

94. Service in tugs. War Department vessels, etc. —Service perform- 
ject to the provisions of rule KM), he allowed to count towards qualifying 
n candidate for a Mate’s certificate of competency for home-trade pa.s- 
senger ships provided the candidate can prove at least two years’ service 
in an ordinary trading ve.ssel in either the home, coasting, or foreign 
trade. Service in these steam hoppers will not he accepted as officer’s 
service towards qualifying a candidate for a Master’s certificate, 

96. Service in lightships or engine-room, —Service in lightships or 
in an engine-room will not he accepted as sea service. 
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97. _ 86rvi06 on rivorSr —Serviiie performoil on rivers, no inattor of 
what sire, anil servii'c perforineil within .smooth or partially smooth water 
limits will not he areepted. 

Where any donht whatever exists on this point, the eunilidate will he. 
required to produce a certificate from the Master or owner of the vessol 
in which the service was performed, before tlie service can he accepted. 

98. Training ShipSi —Time .served on hoard a training ship will be 
allowed to count as equivalent to one-half the same time speiit/in .sei-viee 
at sea, up to a limit of two yearn (i.e., no I^iifjlli of service will lie allowed 
to count ns more than one year at sea), provided tliat the caTA^idatc cun 
nniduce a certificate from the Committee or Captain Superintendent that 
ne has conducted himself credituhly and passi'd a >rood exumimition in 
seamanship so far as it is pruuti.sed in the training ship, ns well us in 
other matters down to the time of his leaviiiff the ship. Traininp ship 
service will not he refjardcd as eiiuivulent to service in sijuare-rifrped ve.s- 
sels. 

99. Sohool for nautical training. —Time spent at a .school for Naut¬ 
ical Traininf? conducted on premises ashore may he iilhiwed to count in 
some proportion, not exceedinjf one-half, as service at sea provided that— 

(a) tlie school is in receipt of a p:rant from the Hoard of Education 
under the Reffulalions for Schools of Nautical Traiuinff; 

(h) after an inspection by one of tlieir officers tlie Hoard of Trade 
are satisfied that the school p;ives a training; that ju.stifies time 
spent there heinf^ reckoned as part of the necessary qualifying 
time for a certificate of competency; 

(c) the candidate produces a satisfactory certificate as regards con¬ 
duct and proficiency from the authorities of the school on 
leaving it. 

The proportion in which time spent at a school conducted on pre¬ 
mises ashoi'c will he acciqited as qualifying under the above provisions will 
he decided after inspection by one of the Hoard’s ofiicei's, hut time spent 
at the school will never he counted as eipiivalent to more than one-lialf 
of the same time spent at .siui, nor will it in any circumstances he taken 
as equivalent to more than one year at sea. 

lot). Apprentices. —The irhnJr of the time claimed under indentures 
of apprenticeship will he acccqited as actual sea service tij qualify under 
rule "’fO for a second Mate's certificate provided (o) tliat the inifentures 
have not been cancelled through some fault of the (“aiididate, hut are 
endoi'sed by tlie owner or Muster <0 whom he was hound to the effect that 
he has performed his service faithfully during the time he remained as 
apprentice; and (h) that the candidate hu.s .served at sea four-fifths of 
the time claimed, that is to say, has not spent more than one-tifth of the 
time in home ports. 

In cases where an apprentice is iiualified for examination before the 
expiration of his indentui-es, r,;;., where he has had training shiji or other 
sea service prior to being liound, which, together with his actual time us 
apprentice, makes up the required four-years, or where his indentures 
ai'e for a period of more than four years, a letter from tlie owner or Master 
wMl he accepted in place of the endorsement referred to above. 

In the event of the candidate being short of the required four-fifths of 
the time claimed ns apprentice out of the Ignited Kingdom, he .vill he 
lequired to show sufficient additional sen service, either as S'-ainun or 
junior officer to make up four-fifths of the time claimed. 

101. Midshipmen and cadets. —The wholf of the time served a.s mid¬ 
shipmen or cadet under indentures will ahso he accepted subject to 
the xflffic eondidions as those laid down for apprentices; and the same 
will bo the case even when not hound by indentures, provided that tlie 
seiwicc as midshipman or cadet has been eontinuous, and that on the date 
of the termination of the period of service claimed in this capacity the 
candidate was on articles of agreement, and that he is able to pimiplj' with 
the requirements laid down in the matter of servin^Tr or making up the 
four-fifths period at sea during the time clninied. 

102. Lighthouse tenders. —Service performed in the sea-going steam 
vessels of the Trinity lIou.se, of the Commissioners of Northern T<ight- 
houses, or of the Commissioners of Irish Light.s, or in Irish and Scotch 
Eishery Cruisers, will he accepted as sea service for the inirpose of ipinl- 
ifying'a candidate for examination for a home-trade passimgcr ship cer¬ 
tificate; hut for a foreign-going certificate a candidate must show in ad¬ 
dition to this service calculated in nccordnnce with nile 77 at least twelve 
months in an ordinary trading vessel. In order to qualify a eapditlare 
for an ordinary certificate, this twelve month.s must have been perform¬ 
ed iu a square-rigged sailing vessel. (See rule 26.) 
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lOM. Service in Royal Navy. —Officery uf the Buyal Navy are at lib> ^ 
erty to apply for certificates of service and to be examined for certiiicateB 
of competency in the Mercantile Marine, but the Lords Commissioners • 
of the Admimlty have directed that the applications of officers on the 
active list should be lunde throuffli tbeii* cotninanding officers, and that 
the applications of officers on half-pay should be made to the Secretary 
of the Admiralty, who, in either case, will forward the a^lication to 
the Board of Trade. Tn the ca.se of Royal Indian Marine officers, appli¬ 
cations for'icertificatcs of service should be made on a printed form Exn. 

18, which will be siipplicd free’of chaixe on application to the Director 
of the Royfil Indian Marine. Aiqdicants on duty in India should sub¬ 
mit their claims to the Din'cior for tran.sinission to the Governnient'of 
India and the liulia Office. Officci's on leave in Kn^^land should submit 
their’claiuis to tlie India (Ellice on the printed form which may be ob¬ 
tained from tliat office. 

The conditions tin which certificates of service are issued are stated 
in rule 09. 

104. Qualifications required of Naval and Indian Marine Offloera. — 

(Jfiiccrs of the Royid Navy or of the Royal Indian Marine wlio wish to bo 
examined for certificates uf competency in the Mercantile Marine will be 
required to prove the followinfj .service; and if an officer wishes to ubtaiu 
the ordinarj' cerlificuto for foreij^n-jrninjf sliips he must prove that nt least 
twelve months of this required period was served under sail alone i — 

(o) For second JIate. The officer piust prave four year’s seivice at 
sea. 

{b) For only Mate. Five yeni’s’ service at sea. 

(c) F'or First Mate or Master. The officer must jn-ove that he has 
attained the muk uf lieutenant in the Royal Navy, or in the 
Royal Indian Marine. 

. 105. Service in Royal Naval Reserve. —Ijicutcnants, sub-lieutenants, 
and acting sub-lieutenants of tlic Royal Naval Reserve who perform sea 
service on board llis Majesty’s shijis, will, if accompanied by a good re¬ 
port, be alltiwed to count such service as if it had been performed in 
foreign-going merchants ships, aiul the service will rank according to the 
certificate of competency held by the candidate at the lime. 

The time spent in Periodical Training in the Royal Naval Reserv’o 
on board sea-going ve.ssels of the Royal Navy, if accompanied by a good 
report, will be accepted in full, but in the case of midshipmen, will not 
count us oMicer’s service. In the case of service in Harbour ships of the 
Royal or Colonial Navies, only one-half of the time will be. accepted as 
sea service, and no such sei-vice must amount to more than one-fourth of 
the time required for the particular grade of certificate applied for. 

CHAFTER IV. 

CoJfDXTCT OK TIIK KXAM1N.\TI0N. 

100. The examinations will begin at 10 a.m. on each day. A regular 
luncheon interval will be given each day between 1 I’.M. and 2 p.m., the 
viva voce and practical parts of the examination being taken at 8U<fii 
times as may be convenient. The time allotted for each written part of 
the examination for each grade of certificate will be as follows; — 

Second Mate. —Paper on Navigation aiid Nautical Astronomy, 3 
hours; Nautical Astronomy and Trigonometry, 2 hours; Chart work, 3 
hours; Essay 1 hour. 

F111.ST on osT.Y M.vte.— Paper on Navigation and Nautical Astron¬ 
omy, 3 hours; Nautical Aitronomy and Trigonometry, 2 hours; Chart 
work’ 3 hours; Sumner pi-oblcin, 2 hours; Meteoiulogy paper, IJ hours. 

Master. — Paper on Navigation and Nautical Astronomy, 3 hours; 
Nautical Astronomy and Trigonometry, 2 hours; Chart work, 3 hours; 
Meteorology paper, 1^ hours; Compass Deviation, IJ hours; Naval Ar¬ 
chitecture, li hours; Kssay, 2 hours. 

Home Tuadk Mate. —Arithmetic paper, 2 hours; Chart work, 3 hours. 

Home Tiiade Master. —Arithmetic paper, 2 hours; Chart work, 3 
hours; Nautical Astronomy and Deviation questions, 3 hours. 

107. Candidates to bo punctual. —Candidates are required to appear 
at the examination room punctually at the time appointed. 

108. Loose paper and books removed. —Before commencing the ex¬ 
amination the tables or desks must be cleared of all scraps of paper or 

. books that are not used in the examination. 

109. No strangers admitted. —^No person will be allowed in the room 
during the examination other than those whose duties require them to 
be present. 

No instructors will be allowed on the premises. * 
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110. Books and papmr striotly forbidden. —Candidates are prohib¬ 
ited from brin^in^ into the exaniinution room l)ooks or papers of any 
kind whatever. The sliffhte.sl iufrin}?eiiu!nt of this rule will subject the 
offender to nil the penalties of u fuilure, und he will not be allowed to 
present himself for remxamination for a jieriod of thi-ee months. 

111. All MfOrk to bo shown. —Xo eundidute will he allowed to work 
out his problems on wu.ste paper, or to write on the. hlottiiif' paper supplied 
for his use in the examination. Vi(di>tion of this rule will subject the 
candidate to all the. penalties of a failure. 

A sheet of blotting pajuu* should be issued to each candidate with the 
first examination paper, and it must be returned to the examiner when 
the last paper is completed each day. The Examiner will b(! careful to 
see that the blottiuj? paper ha.s not been usetf by the caiididattf in solving 
his problems, or for conveying information to other candidates. 

112. Instruments, Books, etc., are provIded.^— All instruments, books, 
etc., necessary for use in the examinations are supplied by the Ix)cal 
Government. 

lid. Leaving room or building. —No candidate' may leave the ex¬ 
amination rfjom without permission and without giving up the paper on 
which he is engaged. I’nder no circumstances will a candidate be allowed 
to leave the building while the exaniination is proceeding. Violation 
of this rule will subject the candidate to all the penalties of a failure. 

114. Copying, 0 tc., to bo preventod. —tlandidates should be so placed 
as to prevent one copying from the other, and no (;ommuiiication what¬ 
ever between the candidates should be allowed. 

115. Penalty for Copying, etc. —In the (ivent of any candidate being 
discovered referring to iinv book or paper, or copj-ing from another, or 
affording any assistance r)r giving any information to another, nr com¬ 
municating in an.v wa.v with another, during the time of examination, 
or copying any part of the problems for the purpose of taking them out 
of the examination rooms lie will subject himself to all the penalties of 
a failure and will not be allowed to be examined for a jicriod of six months. 

A candidate guilt.v of a second offence will not be allowed to be ex¬ 
amined until 12 months have elapsed. 

116. Injury to books, Instrument, etc. — if a candidale defaces, blots, 
writes in, or otherwise injui'es any book or form belonging to the I.ocal 
Government, his papers will be retained until he has replaced the dam¬ 
aged book or document, lie will imt be allowed to remove the damaged 
book or document or instruments and will be subjected to all the penal¬ 
ties of a failure. 

117. Sllonco.— Perfect silence is to be ])reserved in the examination 
room. 

118. Penalty for breach of rules. —Any candidate violating any of 
the regulations, or being guilt.v of insolence to the Examiner, or of dis¬ 
orderly or improper conduct in or about the room, will render himself 
liable to the postponement of bis examiii;!''oii, or, if he has passed, to the 
detention of his certificate for such period as the lx)cal Government may 
direct, 

119. Examination papers: how to be dealt with. —The examin¬ 
ation papal's of candidates must in all eases be sent to the Port Offieer 
for his aiipi'oval, together with the report- of the examination on the 
forms Exn. 14 and Exn. <‘14. 

120. Examination In Navigation, —The whole of the written portion 
of the examination will he taken on the murks .system. The candidate 
will be furnished with sheets of the hlank ruled jiaper (Exn. 80) which 
is supplied for the purpose, with instructions that he is to work or wi'ite 
only on one side of the paper, and to answer in a clear and legible hand 
each of the quest ions on the paper, and to eoniraenre eaeh an.swer by 
writing down the numher of the (luestion to which it relates in the mar¬ 
gin. Marks will he allotted foi' eaeh ciuestion, and candidates will be re- 
miired to obtain 75 per cent, of llie tolid marks in order to pass for an 
Ordinary Certificate. Papers will not be handed back to candidates 
for correction. 

121. Compass Deviation. —In answering questions on the tentative 
method of compass adjustment, the candidate will be tested by Beall’s 
Compass Deviascope. 

122. Barometer, tides, Ac. —The examination on the barometer, 
thermometer, and hydrometer, prevailing winds and currents of the globe, 
trade, routes, and tides, will he conducted orally, and the questions asked 
by the examiner, which will be constantly varied, will be confined to 
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and based on the information in text-books mentioned in Ap¬ 

pendix J; candidates will be required to have a fair and intelligent 
knowledge of the contents of those books. 

12’1. Sextanta —Particular, attention should be paid to the sextant, 
theT examination in which will be conducted orally and practically. 
Every candidate will be iiapiired to measure both verti<*al and horizon¬ 
tal angles, and will Ih*. e.\nuiined practically as to his knowledge of the 
adjustments and the use of the various screws; he must be able to read 
correctly on and off the air, and tnust also be able to iind the index error 
both by the horizon and by the sun. 

124. Corfactions by tables, —The corirtdions by inspection of, table's 
given some of the works on navigation will not be allowed; every cor¬ 
rection'^muRt appear on the papeis of the candidates. 

12'). Degree of precision required, —Degree of precision ivciuired in 
the solution of the problems: — 

(a) Candidates air expected to work their problems to the nearest 

half-niiiiutc of arc and to the nearest second in time. 

(b) In interpola'ting for the correct deviation to be applied in solv¬ 

ing the chart questions, it will usually be sufficient if the 
candidate wo.i-ks thioughout with the nearest degree of dev¬ 
iation taken fitnn the deviation card; and even in’ cases where 
the deviations may vaiy but little, the nearest half degree 
used throughout will be sufficiently precise. It is not ne¬ 
cessary that the candidate should waste his time in solving 
the course to odd minutes, as is sometimes done. 

(c) In calculating the. correct ion to apply to soundings the candidate 

is not required to work to the exact inch, as is sometimes done. 
It will he sufficient if he brings his answer within half a foot 
or so of u precise result. 

12G. Candidates may use own method, —Candidates will be allowed 
to work out the various pii)blcms according !■<) any method they have 
been accustomed to use, piovidcd such method is correct in principle. 

127. Supplementary viva voce, —Candidates will lie examined orally 
as to their knowledge of all their written and worked jiupera. 

128. No oandidate to be examinMl twice in a week,— A candidate w ill 
not he allowed to imdcrgo examination twice in, the same week, unless, 
under very speeial and urgent eircumstauces, the Examiner should see 
fit to relax this rule. In that case a spe<‘ial set of prehleiiis should he 
supplied to the candidate.

APPENDIX 0. 

(See Kules 28 and 64.) 

Examination in Sionalijno. 

The examination in Signalling should in all cases and for all grades commence 
with an examination in the international Code and be followed by an examination 
in the Allied Signal Manual, including Morse Flashing, Flugwnving and Sema¬ 
phore. 

International Code .—Examiners are recommended to frame the examination 
in the International Code of Signals, upon the instructions and illustrations given 
nt the wimmencement of Parts 1 and JJ of the Signal Book. The information there 
given will 1 k' found sufficient to indicate nil the characteristics of the Code. 

B.v the form of the hoist, an observer can at sight understand the nature of 
nay signal ho sees flying; the examination should, therefore, tend to elicit n clear 
knowledge of all the distinctive features of the Code. 

With this object in view, the examiners should question the candidates n.s to 
the distinguishing forms of the respective hoists, which will be indicated according 
as a burgee, a pennant, or a square flag is uppermost, and also with regard to the 
number of flags, and the position of the Code flag when used in the hoist; making 
the 1, 2, .‘1 and 4 flag signals with the flags supplied for the purpose, and varying 
the signals made, showing 2 and 3 flag signals, with and without the Code flag 
included, or n Oeogrnphieal or a Vocubualry signal, the name of a merchant ship 
or of a ship of war. 

A.s the two latter signals would not be found in the Signal Book, the candidate 
should know where to And them and how to look them out. 

The enndiilate should:—(n) Be able to rend a signal at sight, so far as to name 
the flags composing the hoist, (h) Know the use of the Ck)de pennant and of the 
pennants C and D, “ Ves” and “No,” also of the two burgees A and B, and the 
sipiare flags 8 and P, and the flogs used to indicate cholera, plague, etc., on Imard, 
and the qunrantiiio flag, (c) Be required to signal sonic word or words not included 
in the vocabulary of the Code cither by letters or by the Spelling Table (page 516) 
or both, (d) Have a knowledge of the Distant Signals, and of-their object, and 
the different modes of signalling thorowith. (e) Know the special Morse signals 
indicated by certain letters as given on page 550. (/) Have a good knowledge of 
the Distress Signals and understand the jienalty which may be incurred by %ir 
improper use. 

The International Code is used on board His Majesty’s ships, and it has been 
adopted by all the principal Maritime Powers for their public as well as merchant 
ships. 

.lUied Signal Manual .—Candidates will bo expected to know the meaning of 
any or all of the single flag signals given therein, and the significations of the 
Pilot Jack when incorporated in a hoist. ■ They should also be required to make 
or read from the Pilot Jack table a hoist given by the Examiner. Candidates 
need not be expected to commit the Pilot Jack table to memory, but there should be 
no hestitation whatever in making or reading a signal, 'riiey should also know how 
to recognise any of the Spocial Signals given at the end of the Allied Signal 
Manual. 

Morse Stashing, Flagwaving and Semaphore .—Candidates for the voluntary 
examination in signalling will bo reriuired to attain a minimum speed of 12 words 
a minute in s<!maphare, 10 tvords a minute in Morse flashing and 0 varth a minute 
in Morse flagwaving (the average length of a word being taken an 6 letters). 

Candidates for other certificates will only be required to attain a speed of 6 
words a minute in Morse flashing and 6 words a minute in Morse flagwaving and 
10 words n minute in Remaphoro. 

In the ordinary examination, it will bo sufficient if in Morse flashing a candi¬ 
date is given a test card and n spelling message of 10 words, in Morse flagwaving 
a spelling message of 10 words, and in Semaphore a spelling message of 26 words. 

In the voluntary examination in signalling, the Semaphore test will be u spell¬ 
ing message of 60 words. 

The Morse, flashing and flagwaving test will be a test message (see 'Allied 
Signal Manual) followed by a spelling message of 26 words. 
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The ciinclidatcK munt attain a degree uf accuracy of at least 9(1 per («nt. both in 
making and reading in eat^h method, i.e., Kloshiug, Flagwaviiig and >SL‘maphore. 

In the exnmiiintion in Moroe flashing and -flagwuving the catididale Khoiiid he 
first rc<iuircd to make a test message, followed by a spelling message of '2!> a'ords. 
The examiner slioiiid then make a tost message, followed hy a spelling iiiessugo of 
25 words to be read hy the candidate. 

The same |)rficcdiire must be observed in the Semaphore examination, e.xeept 
that, as a test message is not given, the candidate will be required to make a spell* 
ing message uf .5(1 words and then to read a message of .50 words made hy the 
Examiner. The Semni>hore messages may Ix) made idther by hand flags or 
mcxdianicnl Semaphore or hotli at the diB<‘rotion of the Examiner. 

In the Morse fin.shing and flugwaving examination, marks will ho allotted for 
the test message in*the proportion of 60-78 of a mark for each correct* letter (see 
table at back of test card), and for the spelling message 2 murks for each correct 
word or group of figures. The candidate must for a puss gain an iiggregato of at 
least 90 per cent, of the maximum murks in both spelling and test mes.sagcB. 

In the .Semaphore examination 2 marks will be allotted for each correct word 
and fX) per cent, of the maximum must bo obtained for a 4 >uss. 

The spelling message is left to the discretion of the Examiner, and may bo a 
passage from uny book or newspaper in Euglis'h. When the passage contains 
figures and the candidate does not choose to spell them out, the Exiimiiurr sliould 
see that the proper sigtis are made before and after the iigures. 

The message as rend by the candidate should be taken down by another candi¬ 
date where possible, otherwise by u clerk, or other pers<in ucconling us the Ex:nii- 
iner may deem expedient. 

Candidates .should he thoroughly tested in the various signs and the procedure 
of calling up, sending and answering .a signal, as Inid down in the Allied Signal 
Manual, and this course should always he striirtly a<lhered to. 

Particular attenLi<iii .should l»c paid hy Extuniners to the accurate spacing of 
the Morsc! signs, and to the intervals between letters and words, both in flashing and 
flugwaving, and ol.so to the correct making of the Semaphore signs. .Any nttemptcil 
increa.se of .speed at the expense of accuracy should be discouraged. 

The block letter test and spelling mc.ssngc as read hy the camdidiite should ho 
forwarded tm the Form Exn. 19(i, together with the percentage of marks allotted 
and report on tlie Korni Exn. 19h to the Principal Examiner, with any remarks 
the Exnjiiijier may have to add with respect to the exnuiinution.,

SCHEKPLE I. 

I’rfJiminaTy. 

These Rules shall be followed by all vc-ssels upon the high sons and in all waters 
coiinceted therewith navigable by sen-going ve-ssels. 

In the folhiwing Hub's every steam ve.vsi'l which is under sail and not under 
steam is to be considered a sailing vessel, and every vessel under steam, whether 
under sail or not, is to bo considered a steam ves.spl. 

The word “steam vessel” shall include any vessel propelled hy machinery. 

A vessel is “ under way ” within the inuuning of these* Ilulo.s, wheji he is not 
lit anchor, or made fast to the .shore or aground. 

Jhilvs cunrerninfi rlr. 

The word “visible” in these Rules, when applied to lights, shall mean visible 
on a dark night with a clear atmosphere. 

Article 1. Tho rules ismeerning ligh(s shall ho eomplied with in all weathers 
from sunset to sunrise and during sueh time no other lights whieh may be mis- 
taken for the prescribed lights shall be exhibited. 
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Artirlo 2. A sU*ani vessel when under way shall enrry: — 

(«) On or in front of the foremost, or if n vessel without n foremast, then in 
the fore part of the vessel, at a height above the hull, of not less than 

, 20 feet, and if the breadth of the vessel exceeds 20 feet, then at a 

height above the hull not leas than such a breadth, so, however, that 
the light need not bo carried at a greater height ab«)V0 the hull than 
40 feet, a bright white light so constructed as to show an unbroken 
light over an arc of the. horiaon of 20 points o'f the compass, so fixed 
ns to throw the light 10 points oft each side of the vessel, vis., from 
light ahead to 2 points abaft the beam on either side, and of such a 
character as to be visible at a distance of at least 6 miles. . 

On tho starboard side f| green light so constructod as to show an unbroken 
"light over an arc of the horison of 10 points of tlte compass, so fixed 
us to throw the light from right ahead to two points abaft the beam 
oil the starbtnird siile, and of such a character as to be visible at a 
distance of at least 2 miles. 

(c) On the port side a red light so constructed os to show an unbroken 

light over -an arc of tho horison of 10 points of tho compass, so fixed 
as to throw the light from right ahead to two points abaft the beam 
on tho port .side, and of such a character ns to be visible at a distance 
of at least two miles. 

(d) The .said green and red side-lights shall bo fitted with in-board screens 

projecting at least 3 feet forward from the light, so as to prevent 
these lights from being seen across the boa'. 

(c, A steam vessel when under way may carry an additional white light 
similar in con.strnetion to the light mentioned in subdivision (a). 
These two light.s'shall be so placed in line with the keel that one shall 
be at least 15 feet higher than the other, and in such a position with 
reference to each other that tho lower light shall he forward of the 
upper one. Tho vortical distance' between these lights shall bo less 
than tli(‘ horizontal distance. 

Article 3. A steam vessel wlien towing another vessel shall, in addition to her 
side-lights, carry two bright white lights in a vertical line one over the other, not 
than tS feet apart, and when towing more than one vessel slnill carrj' an 
additional bright white light fl feet above or below such liglits, if the length of tho 
tow, mcasiiriiig from tho stern of the towing vessel to the stern of the lust vessel 
towed, exceeds (KKJ feet. Kai-h of these lights shall bo of the same construertion and 
character, and shall be carried in the same position as the wbiU? light mentioned 
in Article 2 (a), ifxcept the additional light, W'hich may he carried at a height of 
not less than 1-1 feet above the hull. 

Such steam vessel may carry a small white light abaft the funnel or aftermast 
fur the vessel towed to steer by, but such light shall not bo visible forward of the 
beam. 

Articli! 4. (a) A vessel which from any accident is not under command shall 

carry at the same height as the white light mentioned in Article 2 (o), where thoj' 
can be.sl he seen, and, if a steam vessel, in lieu of that light, two red lights, in a 
vertical line one over tho other, not less than 6 foot apart, and of such a character 
as to bo visible all round tho horizon at a distance of at least 2 mile.s; and sh^l 
by (lay carrj' in a vertical lino one over the other not less than (1 feet apart, where 
thnj- can best be seen, two black balls or sliapes each 2 foot in diameter. 

(fi) A vessel emploj'ed in laying or in picking up a telegraph cable shall carry 
in the same position as tho whito light mentioned in Articlu 2 (a), and if a steam 
vessel, in lieu of that light, three fights in a vortical line one over tho other, not 
less than 0 feet np.irt. The highest and lowest of these lights shall bo red, and 
the middle light shall be white, and they shall bo of such a character as to be 
visible all round the horizon, at a distance of at least 2 miles. Dy day she shall carry 
in a verticjil line one over tho other, not less than 6 foot apart, whore they can best 
be seen, three shapee not less than 2 feet in diameter, of which tho highest and 
lowest shall bo globular in shape and red in colour, and tho middle one diamond in 
.shnpi' and white. 

(r) Tho vessel referred to in this Article when not making way through tho 
water, shall not carry the side-lights, but when making waj' shall carry thorn. 

(iT) The lights and shapes recpiired to be shown by this Article arc to bo taken 
by other vessels as signals 1 hat the vessel showing them is not under command 
and cannot therefore get out of the way. 

These signals nro not signals of vcssols in distross and requiring asaiatance. 
Such signals nro contained in Article 31. 

Article .I. A sailing vessel undor way, and any vessel being towed, shall carry 
the same lights as arc presi'ribed by Article 2 for a steam vessel under way, with 
the exception of tho white lights mentioned therein, which they shall never carry. 

Artii'le 0. Whonever, os in the case of small vessels under way during the bad 
weather, tlie green and red sido-lights cannot bo fixed, these lights shall bft kept 
at hand lighted and ready for use, and shall, on the approach of or to other 
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vesiu'Is, be exhibited on their reepectiye sides in sufficient time to prevent collision, 
in such mniiiior as to make them most visible, and so that the green light shall not 
be seen on the port side nor the rod liglit on the starlK>ard side, nor, if practicable, 
more than 2 points abaft the beam on their respective sides. 

To inake the uso of these portable lights more certain and easy, the lanterns 
containing them shall each be painted outside with the c<ilour of the light they 
respectively contain, and shall be provided with proper screens. 

Article 7. Steam vessels of less than 40, and vessels under ours or sails of loss 
than 2() tons gross t<jnnage, respof^tively, a-.'I rowing boats, when under way, shall 
nut l>e obliged to carry tho lights mentioned in Article 2 (a), (h) and (r) but if they 
do not carry them they shall bo provided with the following lights: — 

1. Steam vesstds of less than 40 tons shall carry: — 

(a) In the forepart of tho vessel, or on oiv in front of the fuisnel, whore it 

can btest l)e seen, and at a height above the gunwale of nut less than 
9 feet a bright white light constructed and fixed us prescribed in 
Article 2 (a) and of such a character as to be visible iit a distance of 
ut least 2 miles. 

(b) Ureen and rod side-lights constructed and fixed as ijre.soribed in Article 2 

(h) and (c) and of such character as to be vis'ible at a distance of at 
least a mile, or a combined lantern showing a green light and a red 
light from right ahead to 2 points abaft the beam on their respective 
sides. Such lanterns shall bo carried not less than .3 feel below the 
white light. 

2. Small steamboats, such as are carried by sea-going vessels, may carry the 
white light at a loss height than 9 feet nl<ove tho gunwale, but it shall l>o carried 
above tho combined lantern, mentioned in subdivision 1 (fi). 

3. Vessels under oars or sails, of less than 20 tons, shall have ready at hand 
a lantern with a groon glass on one side and a red glass on the other, which on 
tho approach of or to other vessel shall be exhibited in sufficient time to jircveut 
collision, so that tho green light shall not bo seen on the port side nor tho red light 
on the starlraard side. 

4. Rowing boats, whether under oars or sail, shall have ready at hand a lan¬ 
tern showing a white light, which shall be toniporarily exhibited in sufficient time tu 
prevent collision. 

The vessels referred to in this Article shall not be obliged to carry the lights 
prescribed by Article 4 (a) and Article 11, last paragraph. 

Article K. Pilot-vessels, when engaged on their station on pilotage duty, shall 
nut show the lights retpiired fur other vessels, but shall carry a white light at the 
masthead, visible all round the horizon, and shall also exhibit flare-up lights on 
flure-up lights at short intervals, which shall never exceed fifteen minutes. 

On the near approach of or to other vessels they shall have their side-lights 
lighted, ready for use, and shall flash or show them ut short intervals, to indicate 
the direction in which they are heading, but the green light shall not be shown 
on the port side, nor the rod light on the starlaiurd side. 

A pilot-vessel of such a class as to be obliged to go alongside of a vessel to put 
a pilot on board, may show tlie white light instead of currying it at the masthead 
and may, instead of the coloured lights above mentioned, have ut hand ready fur 
use a lantern with a green glass on the one si.;., and a red glass on the other, lit. 
t<^used aa proscribed above. 

A steam pilot-ves.sel exclusively employed for the .service of pilots licensed or 
certified by any pilotage authority or the Committee of any pilotage district, when 
engaged on her station on pilotage duty and not at anchor, shall, in addition to 
the lights rec|uirod for all pilot boats, carry at a distance of eight feet below her 
white masthead light a rod light visible all round the horizon and of such u charuo 
ter as to be visible on a dark night with a clear atmosphere at n distance of nt 
least two miles, and also U\» coloured side-lights required to bo carried by vessels 
when under way. 

Wlien engaged on her station on pilotago duty and at anchor slio shall carry, 
in addition to the lights required for all pilot boats, the red light above mentioned, 
but not the coloured side lights. 

Pilot-vessels, when not engaged on their station on pilotago duty, shall carry 
lights similar to those of other vessels of thoir tonnage. 

Article 9.*+Fishiiig-vesscls and fishing-bouts, when under way and when not 
required by this Article to curry or show the lights hereinafter specified, shall 
curry or show the lights prescribed for vessels of their tonnage uuder way. 

(a) Open boats, by which it is to be understood boats not protected from the 
entry of sea water by means of a continuous deck, when engaged in any fishing 
at night with outlying tackle extending not more than 150 foet horisontally from 
the boat into the seaway shall carry one all-round white light.

Tho oKprowloii “ Uedltorrsnean Sea " oontsl sd In tub-sseUoiu (fr) and (s) oC tld a artide includes tho 
Black Sea and the other adjacent Inland seas In eoaununloatlon with it. 
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Open boutR, when fiiiliing at night with outlying tackle extending more than 
150 feet horixoutully from the boat into the aeaway, ahalt carry one all round 
white light, and in addition, on approaching or being approached by other Teaaelii, 
hIiiiII hIiow a second white light at least 3 feet below the first light and at a horiaon- 
tal distance of at least 5 feet away from it in the direction in which the outlying 
tackle is attached. 

(5)1 Vessels uiid boats, except upon open boats as defined in subdiTision (u), when 
fishing with drift>nets shall, so long as the nets are wholly or partly in the water, 
carry two white lights where they can best be seen. Such lights shall be placed 
so that the vertical distance between them shall be not less than 6 feet, and not 
more than 15 feet, and so that the horiaontal distance between them, measured in 
a line a'ith the* keelj shall be not less than 5 feet and not more than lU feet. The 
lower of these two lights shall be in the direction of the nets, and both of them shall 
be of such a character as to show all round the horiaon and to be visible at a dis¬ 
tance of not less than- S miles. 

Within the Mediterranean Sea and in the seas bordering the coasts of Japan 
and Koroat sailing fishing ves.s«ls of less than 2() tons gross tonnage shiill nut be 
obliged to carry the lower of these two lights; should they however, not carry it, 
they shall show in the tame position (in the direction of the net or gear) a white 
light, visible at a distance of not less than one sea mile, on the approach of or to 
other vessels. 

(r) Vessels and boats, except open boats as defined in subdivision (a), when line¬ 
fishing with their lines out and attached to or hauling their lines, and when not 
at anchor or stationary within the meaning of subdivision (h), shall carry the 
same lights as vessels fishing with drift-nets. -W’hen shooting linos, or fishing with 
towing lines, tlioy shall carry the lights prescribed for a steam or sailing vessel 
under way, respectively. 

Within the Mediterranean Sea and in the seas bordering tho coasts of Japan 
and Korea P sailing fishing vessels of less than 20 tons gross tonnage shall not l>o 
obliged to carry the lower of these two lights; should they, however, not carry it, 
they shall show in the same position (in the direction of the lines) a white light, 
visible at a distance of not less than one sea mile, on the approach of or to othor 
vessels. 

(d) Vessels, when engaged in trawling by which is meant the dragging of an 
apparatus along the bottom of the sea— 

1. If stoani vessels, shall carr.v, in tho same position as tho white light 

mentioned in Article 2 (a) a tricoloured lantern so constructed and 
fixed as to .show a white, light from right ahead to two points on each 
bow and a green light and a red light over an arc of tho horir^in from 
two points on each bow to two points abaft the beam on the starboard 
and i>ort sides, respectively; and not less than 6 nor more than 12 feet 
below tho tricolourcd lantern a white light in a lantern, so constructed 
as to show a clear, unform and unbroken light all round tho horizon. 

2. If sailing vessels shall carry a white light in a lantern, .so constructed 

as to show a clear, uniform and unbroken light all round the horizon, 
and shall al.so, on the approach of or to othor vessels; show where it 
can best bo seen a white flare-up light or torch in sufficient time to 
prevent collision.

All lights mentioned in subdivision (d) 1 and 2 shall be visible at a distance 
of at least 2 miles. 

(e) Oyster dredgers and other vessels fishing wit^ drodge-nets shall carry and 
show the same lights as trawlers. 

ff) Fishing-vessels and fishing-boats may at any time use a flare-up light in 
addition to the lights which they are by this Article required to carry and show, 
and they may also use working lights. ' 

(O) Every fishing-vessel and every fishing-boat under 160 feet in length, when 
at anchor, shall exhibit a white light visible all round the horiaon at a distance 
of at least one mile. 

Every fishing-vessel of 160 feet in length or upwards, when at anchor, 
exhibit a white light visible all round tho horiaon at a distonce of at least one 
mile, and shall exhibit a second light os provided for vessels of such length by 
Article li. 

Should any such vessel, whether under 150 feet in length, or of 160 feet in

The vessels re<iuired by this Article to carry or show the lights hereinbefore 
specified shall not be obliged to carry the lights prescribed by t4rticle 4 (u), ant^the 
lost paragraph of Article 11. 

Article lU. A vessel which is being overtaken by another shall show from her 
stern to such last-mentioned vessel a white' light or a flare-up light. 

The white light required to be shown by this Article may Ije fixed and carried

A vo.ssel of l.'id feet or upwards in length, when ut anchor, shall carry in tho 
forw'ard part of the vessel, at a height of not less than 20, and not exceeding 40, 
feet above the hull, one such light, and at or near the stern of the vessel, and at

The length of the vessel shall be deemed to be the length appearing in her 
certificate of registry. 

A ve.ssel aground in or near a fairway shall carry the aluive light or lights and 
the two red lights prescribed by Article 4 (a). 

Article 12. Kvery ves.sel may, if necessary in order t<i attract attention, in 
addition to the lights which she is by these Rules required to c,arry’, show a flare- 
up light or use, any detotinting signal that cannot be mistaken for a distress signal. 

Article l.'l. Nothing in these Rules shall interfere with the operation of any 
special rules made by tthe Government of any nation with respect to additional 
station and signal lights fur two or more ships of war or for vessels sailing under 
convoy, or with the exhibition of recognition sigriils adopted by ship-owmers, which 
hvve been authorised by their respot^tive Governments and duly registered and 
published. 

Article 14. A steam vos.sel proceeding under sail only, but having her funnel 
up, shall curry in daytime, forward, where it can best be seen, one black ball or 
shape 2 feet in diameter. 


Soundsiynnh tor Fog, etc. 

Article 16. All signals prescribed by tliis Article fur vessels under way shall 
be given ; — 

1. By “steam vosstds ” on tho whistle or siren. 

2. By “ sailing vessels and vessels towed " on the fog-horn. 

The words “ prolonged blast ’’ used in tliis Article shall mean a blast of from 
4 to 6 seconds' duration. 

A steam vessel shall bo provided with an efficient whistle or siren, sounded by 
steam or some substitute for steam, so placed that tho sound may not be 
intercepted by any obstruction, and with an efficient fog-horn, to bo sounded by 
mechanical means, and also with an efficient bell.* A sailing vessfd of 2(1 tons 
gross tonnage or upwards shall be provided with a similar fog-horn and bell. 

In fog, mist falling snow, or heavy rain-storms, whether by <lsy or night, the 
signals described in this Article shall be used os follows, viz.: — 

(a) A steam vessel having way upon her, shall sound, st intervals of not more ^ 
than 2 minutes, a prolonged blast.

(r) A sailing vessel under way shall sound, at intervals of 'not more than 
I minute, when on tne starboard tack one blast, when on the port tack 
. two blasts in succession, and when with the wind abuft the beam three 

blasts in sucession. 

(d) A vessel, when at anchor, shall, at intervals of not more than 1 minute, 
ring the l)ell rapidly for about 5 sewnds. 

(r) A vessel, when towing a •vessel employed in laying or picking up a tolo- 
graph cable, and a vessel under way, which is unable to get out of the 
way of all approaching vessel through being not under coiiiinand, or 
unable to inaiioMirve as required by these llules, shall, iiisfead of the 
^ , signals prescribed fin subdivisions (ri) and (r) of this Article, at intervals 

of not more than 2 miiiutes, sound three blasts in succession, viz.; one 
prolonged blast followed by two short blasts. A vessel towed may give 
this signal and she shall not give any other. 

Sailing vessels and boats less than 20 tons gross tonnage shall not bo obliged to 
giv^the nbovcinentimicd signals, but if they do not, they shall make sumo other 
efficient sound-signal at intervals of not more than 1 minute.t 

Speed of thipt to be Moderate in Fog, etc. 

Article 10. Every vessel shall, in a fog, mist, falling snow or heavy rain storms, 
go at a moderate speed, having careful regard to the existing circumstances and 
conditions. 

A steam vessel bearing, apparently forward of her beam, the fognsignal of a 
vessel the position of which is not ascertained, shall, so far as the circumstances of 
the cose admit, stop her engines, and then navigate with caution until danger of 
collision is over.

Preliminarv—Hisk of ColUnion. 

Risk of cidlision can, when circumstances permit, be ascertained by carefully 
watching the compass bearing of an approaching vessel. If the bearing diK^s not 
appreciably change, such ri.sk should be deemed to exist. 

Article 17. When two sailing vessels are appro.aching one another, so as to 
involve risk of collision, one of them, shall keep out of the way of the other, as 
follows, viz.: — 

(a) A vessel which is running free shall keep out of the way of a vessel 

which is close-hauled. 

(b) A vessel which is close-hauled on the port tack shall keep out of tho way of 

n vessel which is close-hauled on tho starboard tack. 

(e) AVhen both are running free, with the wind on different sides, the vessel 
which has the wind on the port side shall keep out o( tho way of the 
other. 

(d) When both are running free, with tho wind on tho same side, the veasol 
which is to windward shall keep out of tho way of tho vessel which is^A> 
leeward. 

(0 A vessel which has the wind aft shall keep out of tho way of the other vessel. 

Article 18. When two steam vessels are inocting end on, or nearly end on, so 
as to involvu risk of collision, each shall alter her course to starboard, so that each 
may pa.ss on tho port side of the other. 

This Article only applies to coses where vessels are meeting end on, or nearly 
end on, in such a manner as to involve risk of crollision, and docs not 
apply to two vessels which must, if both keep on their respective courses, 
pass clear of each other. 

The ojily cases to which it does apply are when each of the two vessels is end 
on, or nearly end on, to the other; in other words, to cases in which, by 
day, each vessel sees the masts of tho other in a line, or nearly in a line, 
with her own; and, by night, to cases to which each vessel is in such a 
position as to see both the side lights of tho other. 

It docs not apply, by day, to cases in which a'vessel sees another ahead crossing 
her own course; or by night, to cases where the red light of one vessel is 
opposed to the rod light of the other, or where the green light of one 
vessel is opposed to tho green light of the other, or where a red light 
without a green light, or a green light without a red light, is seen ahead 
or where both green and rod lights .are seen anywhere but ahead.

Where by any of these Rules oiic of two vessels is to keep out of the 
way, the other shall keep her course and speed. 

Note. —When, in consequence of thick weather or other causes, such vessel finds 
herself so close that collision cannot bo avoided by the action of the giving-way 
vessel alone, she also sliall take such action as will best aid to avest collision. 
(See Artiides 27 and 29.) 

Article 22. Kvery vessel which is directed by these Rules to keep out of the 
way of another vessel shall, if the circumstances of the case admit, avoid crossing 
ahead of the other. 

Article 2.3. Every steam vessel which is directed by these Rules to keep out of 
the way of nnotlior vessel shall on approaching her, if necessary, slacken her speed 
or stop or reverse. 

Article 24. Notwithstanding anything contained in these Rules, every vessel, 
overtaking any other, shall keep out of the way of the overtaken vessel. 

Every vessel coming up with another vcs-scl from any direction more than two 
points abaft her beam, i.e., in such n position, with reference to the 
vessel which slie is overtaking that at night she would be unable to see 
either of that vessel's side-lights, shall he deemed to bo an overtaking 
vessel; and no subsequent alteration of the bearing between the two 
vesscl.s shall make the overtaking vessel a crossing vessel within the 
meaning of these Rules, or relievo her of the duty of keeping clear of 
tile overtaken vessel until she is finally past and clear. 

- As by day the overtaking vessel cannot always know with certainty whether 
sho is forward or abaft this direction from the other vessel, she should, 
if in doubt, assume that she is an overtaking vessel and keeii out of the. 
way.

Article 25. In narrow channels every steam vc.ssel shall, w'hen it is safe and 
practicable, keep to that side of the fairu'ay or mid-chnnnel which lies on the star¬ 
board side of such vessel. 

Article 20. Sailing ve.ssels under w.ny .shall keep out of the way of sailing 
vessels or boats fishing with nets, or linos, or trawls. This Rule shall not give to 
any vessel or bout engaged in fishing the right of obstructing a fairway used by 
vessels otlicr than fishing vessels or boats. 

Article 27. In obeying and construing tho.so Rules, due regard shall be had to 
all dangers of navigation and collision, and to any spiH-ial circninstances which 
may render a departure from the above Rules ri-ccssury in order to avoid immediate

Article 28. The words “short blast’’ used in this .Article shall meon a blast of 
about one second’s duration. 

When ves-sels are in sight of one another, a steam vessel under way, in taking 
any course authorised or rwiuired by these Rules, shall indicate that course by tli© 
following signals on her whistle or siren, viz.: — 

One short blast to mean, “ I am directing my course to starboard.’’

Article 29. Nothing in these Rules shall exonerate any vessel, or the owner, or 
master, or crew thereof, from the i-onsequences of any neglect to carry lights or 
signals, or of any neglect to keep a proper lc«ik-out, or of the neglect of any pre¬ 
caution which may bo required by the ordinary practice of seamen, or by the special 
circumstances of the case.

Article 30. Nothing in these Rules shall interfere with the operation of m 
special rule, duly made by local authority, relative to the navigation of any 
harbour, river, or inland waters.

Article 31. When a vessel is in distress and requires assistance from other 
vessels or from the shore tlio following shall be the signals to bo used or displayed 
by her, either together or separately, via: —

1. A gun or other explosive signal fired at intervals of about a minute. 

2. The International Code signal of distress indicated by NO. 

3. tThe distant signal, consisting of a 8<iuare flag, having either above or

4. A continuous sounding with any fog-signal apparatus. 

At night— , 

1. A gun or other explosive signal fired at intervnls of about a minute.

4. The distant signal, consiRting of a cone point upwards, having above it two 

balls or shapes resembling balls. 

At 7iight.- T\ie following signals, numbered 1 and 2, when used or displayed 
together or separately, shall be deemed to bo signals for a pilot at night, vis.: — 

1. The pyrotechnic light, commonly known as a blue light, every fifteen 
minutes; or 

2. A bright white light, flashed or shown at short or frequent intervals just 

above the bulwarks, for about a minute at a time. 

If a master of vessel uses or displays, or causes or permits any person under his 
authority t«) use or display, any of the pilot signals for any other purpose than 
that of summoning a pilot or uses or causes or permits any person under his 
authority to uso any other signal fur a pilot, he shall for each offence be liable to a 
fine not exceeding twenty pounds.

APPENDIX G. 

(Hee llule 05.) 

Examination op a Mabtkr or Matk in Steam. 

The examination is for tho most part I’iro voce, and extends to a general 
k^wledgo of the practical use and working steam engines and boilers, and of 
th? various valves, fittings, and pieces of machinery connected with them and uT 
the way in which elcirtric lighting is carried out on board ship. 

Candidates must; — 

(а) Know tho names and understand tho uses of the various parts of engines 

and boilers, and their connecting pipes, valves, cocks, etc. 

(б) Have a thorough grasp of tho construction of the steam engine and boiler, 

to enable them to undorstnnd the nature and importance of any defect 
‘ which muy be reported to them hy tho Chief Engineer. 

(e) Have a looking-on knowledge of what the principal repairs about engines, 
boilers and pipes are, and how these repairs are uM^omplished. 

{d) Be able to form an independent opinion as to a breakdown, and the conse¬ 
quent propriety or impropriety of proceeding under steam with 
temporarily rcpairwl or dt fectivo machinery. 

(e) Understand how' to estimate approximately the reduction of fuel required 
for reduced speed, and be able to satisfy themselves as to the sufficiency 
of the coal on board for tho voyage. 

(/) Have an intelltgent grasp of the general run of pipes and connections in 
the engine-room, the working of cocks, the opening and closing of cocks 
and valves, and know how mistakes of importance may bo made and 
how best to guard against such mistakes. 

(g) Bo capable of being loft in charge of the feeding of a set of boilers, under¬ 

stand tho working of the water gauge, and be able to guard against 
being misled by false indications of tho gauge glass. 

(h) Understand the operations of blowing down and Burfaciug, the reasona for 

anch practices and the danger which may result from the neglect of 
them in certain circumstancea. 
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A MaBter or Mato presentinp; himself for examinati^ in steam must be under- ^ 
stood to have made up for his want of practical experience by reading about the ’ 
steam engine. He ought, therefore, to show that he intelligently understapds the 
rationale of its action. Under'this head ho slioiild be able to state approximately 
the quantity of heat required in fhe formation of steam, the relation of “latent” 
heat to “ sensible ” hout. how much steani can bo raised by the combustion of one 
pound of coal, what horse power measure is, what indicated horse-power is, what 
is the action of the .slide valve, the' course of the steam through the engine, the 
advantage of working expansively, and how the expansive action is shown by the 
indicator diagram. 

He should know the uses of the various parts of the engines and dynamos used 
for dlectric'lighting, and how they and the cables are fitted in the hull; how wires 
are jointed, iiisiilatod and ca.sed; why it is desirable that they should bo led along 
places which are dry and accessible; whut “short circuiting” is and what are the 
canses which produce it; what is its danger in coal bunkers and petroleum carrying 
steamers; what are the uses of switches and cut-outs, and why it is so important 
to prevent short circuiting taking place. 

Candidates will be required to give written answers to sixteen out of twenty 
questions taken From the Elementary Questions (printed in Appendix C of the 
llegulntions relating to the Examination of Engineers: Exn. la) given on the 
sheets marked “ Kteam, ” or questions similar to those. Those questions will be 
altered from time to time without notice. The twenty questions will not be 
difficult, theoretical, or lK>ok questions, hut'such ns any man of ordinary capacity 
who has a fair amount of practical knowledge of the use of working of the steam- 
engine ought to answer. 

Examiners will require 'all candidates to fill up a form, Exn. 156, and they wUl 
forward it to the Chief Examiner of Engineers with the report of the examination. 

Masters and Mates may eaiicel qiie.stions A, B and C but they should fill up 
the form fur questions 1), E, K and C, as evidence of their prnctice.1 knowledge. 

If a candidate refers to any book, paper or memorandum, or obtains information 
from another candidate or any other persons during the examination, he will be 
treated as having failed, will forfeit his fee, and will not be allowed to be re¬ 
examined fur a period of six months. 

The Examiners will report, in the cast) of failure, the nature of the question or 
questions that dotudod the failure, or the point in tho management of the engines 
or boilers in which the candidate was deficient. 

Applicants for the voluntary examination need not necessarily have served on 
board steam,ships; all that is required is that they shall have a practical knowledge 
of the use and n-orking of the steam engine. 

Practical knowledge is best gained in the engine-room; and the examination of 
an officer who «loes not produce ollicial evidence of service in steamships, and of 
experience of engines must nece,.'iKarily be more .searching than in tho case of one 
who produces evidence of such service and experience. . 

The answers to the Elementary Questions are frequently given by candidates os 
learned by rote from a hook. Candidates should, therefore, be asked such vivd voce 
questions as will necessitate nnHwers in different words, so as to discover wheQ'er 
they have the root of the matter in them. 

A large part of the viva voce examination should be conducted on board a 
steamer, preferably one with a-liich the candidate is unacquainted. Ho should be 
told to hsjk about and try to find out the arrangement of tho machinery without 
assistance, and the Examiner should he in tho engine-room to see that this inde¬ 
pendent examination is properly carried out. When the candidate reports that ho 
thinks he knows the arrangement, tho Examiner will question him on the uses of 
the parts, get him to point out tho different cylinders, pumps, valves, condenser, 
etc.; also the dynamo, its field magnets, armature, commutators, brushes cables, etc. 
The candidate iniist show that he understands tho run of tho pipes in the bilges, 
not necessarily that he has gone over every ono of them, but he ought to bo directed 
to truce, at least, one important range of pipes, and t<i thoroughly satisfy tho 
Examiner that ho could be safely trusted to manipulate the valves or cocks in 
connection therewith, it will not often he practicable for tho candidate actually 
to work ongiiu-s under steam, hut he must satisfy tho Examiner that ho knows how 
to do so, and that ho is aware of tho precautions to be taken in regard to water in 
the cylinders, et«r. it is most important that a candidate should show that, in the 
event of an accident depriving him of the assistance of Engineers, he knows what 
to do to safely take his vessel to an anchorage, or to stop tho engines and proceed 
under sail alone. 

The examination of a Mate in steam is the same fis that of a Master. The 
knowledge required has no reference to tho Mate’s position. 

Tho Mato may be examined, but such examination implies that the Mite may 
one day be a Master, when tho possession of the knowledge will be an advantage tn 
him in the discharge of his duties, 
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APPENDIX H.

Sight TusTi. 

Detaili a» to the conduct* of the teeU. 

These tests must be conducted under the strict personal supervision of the 
Examiner. A careful record must be kepi of .all mistakes made by the candidate 
both in the form vision test and in the colour vision test. 

Examiner must keep u record of all candidates passed by him for reference 
when required. 

1.—T.iKttkh Vision TriItb. • 

1. Letter teat to be pasted first. —The first test which the candidate is required 
to undergo is the test for form vision, and until ho lias passed this test he must 
not bo allowed to proceed further with the exaniinalion. 

2. Apparatus used. —The letter test to be used for all candidates is that 
conducted on Snellens* principle by means of sheets of letters. 

3. Ob|eot of the test. —The objet-t of the letter test is to determine whether 
the candidate can reach a suflicient standard of visual acuteness, or, in other words, 
to find out whether his eye sight is good or bad. 

4. Standard of vision requirod. —^Every candidate f<o a first certificate of 
competency will be reniiired to possess normal vision. With the exceptions 
indicated below (eee paragraph 8), every candidate for a second or higher certificate 
will be required to possess normal vision. 

“ Normal vision ” is defined, for the purpose of these Bcgulations, as ability to 
read correctly nine of the twelve letters in the sixth lino and eight of the fifteen 
letters in the seventh lino of a test sheet placed in a good light at a distance of 16 
feet from the eye. 

The candidate will h.ave the option of using either eye separately or both eyes 
together. 

5. Spaotaolei not allowed. —During the examin.ttion for form vision candidates 
must not be allowed to use spectacles or glaases of any kind, or any other artificial 
aid to vision. 

6. Method of totting. —The test shcet.s should be hung on the wall, in a good 
light, but not in direct etinlight, of a height of five or six feet from tho ground. 
The candidate should be placed nt n distance of exactly 16 feet from the sheets, 
and exactly opposite them. This distance should be carefully measured, and 
should never in any circumstances ho varied. 

One of the sheets should then bo exposed, and tho candidate should be asked to 
read the letters on each sheet, beginning nt tho top and going downwards. Any 
mistakes which he makes should be carefully noted. If then it is found that he 
has read correctly at least nine letters in tho sixth line and eight letters in the 
seventh line of n sheet, the candidate may l>e considered to have normal vision, and 
should be markf>d “ passed ” in the appropriate coliiiiin of tho form of application 
(Exn. 2 nr Exn. 2A, as the case may be). 

7. Passing or failure. —.If at the conclusion of the test tho candidate is found 
to reach the required standard, ho may be cr.ns.dercd to have passed, and the 
examiner should pnx^eed to test him for colour vision. If the candidate fails td 
reach tho standard required for the certificate entered for, ho should bo tested w'th 
at least four sheets, and tho Examiner should fill in a Form, F.xn. 17b, and should 
forward it, with any remarks he may wi.sh to make, to the Principal Examiner for 
his instructions as to whether the candidate is to bo regarded as passing or as 
failing in form vision. 

8. Lowsr standard raquirad in certain oases. —Candidates who are in possession 
of certificates obtained before Jannary 1st, 1914, may bo regarded os passing in 
form vision if they can read correctly with both eyes at least five of the eight 
letters in the fifth line of a test sheet. 

0. Tasts to bo variad. —The Examiner should take care, by varying the order 
of the test sheets and by every other means in his power, to guard against tho 
possibility of any deception on the part of the candidate. 

10. Raault of examination to bo roportad.— The result of every examination in 
form vision should he reported, in the case of a candidate for a certificate of com¬ 
petency, to Government on Form Exn. 2, and to tho Port Officer on Form Kxn. 14; 
and, in the cose of a candidate for the sight tests only, to Government on Form 
.Exn, 2A. 

II.—Lantrrn Trbt. 

11. ApparatUfi A special lantern and a mirror have been provided for this 
teat. The lanterns should be placed directly in front of tho mirror, so that the 
front part of the lantern is exactly ten feet from the mirror. Caro should be 
taken that the lantern is properly placed, that is to say, the lights refiected in 
the mirror must show clearly when viewed through the rectangular aperture on the 
left of the lantern. The examiner should always satisfy himself that theae 
oonditions are fulfilled before commencing the examination. 
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12. DarkflMl adaptation. — It i* mseKtial that a candidate. $kould be kept in a 
room which is either completely or partially darkened for at least a quarter of an 
hour before he -is required to undergo this test. 

Before the examination commences the Kxamiiior must satisfy himself that the 
room in which it is conducted is so darkened as to exclude all dayliRht. 

13. Method of testins. —Tho lantern supplied for the examination is so con¬ 
structed ns to allow one large or two smafl lights to be visible, and is fitted with 
12 glasses of three colours—red, white and green. At the commencement of tho 
examination the Kiaminer slioiild show t<i the candidate a series of lights through 
the largo aperture, and should require him to name the colours as they appear to 
him. Care siiould he taken in showing tho white light to emphasise tho fact that 
tho light is not a pure white. If n candidate makes a mistake of cAling this 
light^“ red'’ a prop‘?r red ligHt should bo shown immediately after and the 
candidate’s attention directed to the difference between the two. 

After a series of lights through tho largo opcrtiiro has been shown, the examiner 
should make a c-oinplete circuit with tho two small aporturos, requiring the can¬ 
didate to naiiio the colours of each set of two lights from left to right. To prevent 
any possibility of Ih^ order in which the lights are arranged from being learnt, 
the Examiner should at least twice in each circuit go bock a varying number of 
colours. 

A record of any mistakes iiiado with either tho largo aperture or the two 
smaller apertures should bo • kept on Form Exn. 17c in afcordance with tlie 
instructions thereon. 

14. PMSing or failure. —If a candidate .with either the large aperture or the 
two smaller apertures of the lantern mistakes red for green or green for red, ho 
should he considered to have “failed” in Colour Vision. 

Tf the only mistake tnadn by the candidate with the lantern, is to call the white 
light “ red ” and if after hie attention luw been specially directed to tho difference 
between tho two he makes no further mistake of this nature, he should be 
considered to have passed in Colour Vision. 

If a candidate makes any other mistake n-ith the lantern, i.e., if he c.alls white 
" rod ” repeatedly or red “ white ” at all, or confuses green and white, his case 
should bo reported to the Fort Officer and he should be told that the decision as to 
whether he is passed or failed, or a further exainination is necessary will he com¬ 
municated to him in due course. Pending the receipt of the Port Officer’s in.strnc- 
tions such ,a candidate should only he allowed to proceed with the remainder of the 
examination for’a certific.ate of mmpetency on the expre.ss understanding that the 
latter examination will be cancelled in tho event of failure in the Biglit Tests. 

15. Purthsr sxsmination and apfMals. —If in the cases covered hy the preceding 
paragraph the Port Officer decides that a further examination is neccs.sary, arrange¬ 
ments will be made for a special examination to be held and the third class 
travelling expensi-s ne(tus.snrily incurred by a candidate in attending such an 
examination will be paid by the Ooverninent together with a subsistence allowance 
at a rate which will be notified to the candidate, but which will not in any circum- 
ktances, exceed Rs. 4 for each day necessarily occupied in attending the 
examination. In tliesu ca.ses the above expenses will be paid whatever may be the 
result of the final examination. 

If, however, on tho report of the Examiner the Port Officer decides that the 
batuM of the mi.st.akes made shows conclusively that a candidate is so colour bUnd 
aa bo be unfit to hold a certificate, the candidate shall bo mnsidered to have failed. 

If during tho progress of a special examination a candidate with defective 
Form Vision is found to be suffering from a permanent defect of tho eyes such os 
to render him unfit for a sea career, the Port Officer may finally reject such 
candidate and he will not be allowed to be again examined In the Sight Test on 
any future occasion. 

In cases where, upon tho report of the Examiner, a candidate is failed by the 
Port Officer, as Well ns in the cases wivered by paragraph 14, Government will be 
prepared to allow a candidate who is dissatisfied with tliis decision to appeal for 
a special examination, but Government will not pay the travelling expenses of 
any such candidate unless he is reported by tho Special Examiners conducting the 
appeal examination to have passed. 

III.“Rxp<»ts. 

16. The result of every test in forts ot colour vision should be reported to the 
Government on the Form Exn. 2, and to the Port Officer on the Form Exn. 14, when 
the candidate is up for examination for a certificate of competency; and to the 
Government on the Form Exn, 2A. when the candidate is op for examination in 
Tision only. 

All coses of failure should also be reported to the Port Officer on Form Exn. 
17B, to Which should he attached Form Exn. 17C, containing tho record of any 
mistakes made With the lantern. 

Kvery report relating to such an examination must be Signed by tht lieAMn'tr 
wke conducted the eseititinatum.

In exercise of the power conferred by section 10 of the Indian Merchant Ship¬ 
ping Act, 1859 (1 of 1859), and in supersession of the rules published under Bengal 
Government notification No. 84 Marine, dated wiic 22nd July 1910, the Governor in 
Council is pleased, with the jirevious sanction of the Glovornor General in Council, 
to make the following rules for the grunt of certificates of rampetency as masters 
-and mates of home-trade sailing vessels of a burden exceo<ling 300 tons, but not 
.exceeding l,UUU tons. These rules are supplementary ito the rules fur th^ examina¬ 
tion of masters and mates in tlie Mercantile Marine in force in Bengal: — 

JIulw for examination of oandidates for oertiftoatoa of oompetanoy as master and 
mats of home-trade sailing vessels axoeeding 300 tons, but not exoeedins 1,000 
tons burden. 


A.— MatS’b Ckrtificatr. 

1. Mate. —A candidate for mute’s certificate must be not loss than 10 years of 
age and must have served four years at sea in the performance of deck duties in 
a sea-going vessel of not than 100 tons burden. Eighteen months of this total 
period of serviee should have been rendered in a square-rigged .sailing ship. He 
must be able to read and v-rite legibly an Indian vernacular language or to read 
and write legibly English and speak an Indian vernacular language. He must 
also satisfy, the Examining Board that he has an adequate knowledge of elementary 
arithmetic, simple and isiinpound, in his own language, up to the standard required 
in the duties of u mate. 

2. Examination in navigation. —He must be able to inko a bearing by compass, 
be conversant with the use of a Mercator’s chart and be able to find on either a 
■“ true ” or “ magnetic ” chart or plan, tho course to steer and the distance from one 
given position to another. He must also be able to find the position of tho ship on 
tho chart by the following methods: — 

(o) cross be.arings of two different objects; 

(b) two bearings of tho same objocit, the course and distance run between the 
two hearings being given. 

He must undorstiind the reduction of soundings, tho variation and deviation of 
the compass and the way in which to apply such variation and deviation; also the 
marking, sign.s, and abbreviations shewn in chart. He mu.sl also have a working 
knowledge of tho International Code of Signals. 

Examination in Seamanahip. —He must possess a thorough knowledge of tho 
Rule of tho Road os regards both steamers and sailing vessels, their regulation 
light and fog and sound signals. He must bo able to do.scribe the signals of distress 
and the signals to l)e made by ships wanting u pilot, and the liabilities and penal¬ 
ties incurred by the misuse of these signals, uls.' the use and management of the 
rootlet apparatus in tho event of his vessel boii.g stranded. Ho must be able to 
mark and use the load and log lines and t<i manage a ship’s boat in heavy weather. 
He must have a a thorough knowledge of anchor work, mooring and unmooring 
vessels, boat hoisting and lowering and making and furling sail. He must ho able 
to road and understand tho Barometer, the Thermometer and Aneroid. He must 
also understand the general reriuirements of practical seamanship and be able to 
answer any questions of a nature appertaining to the duties of a Alate which the 
Examining Board may think proper to put to him. 

B.—Mabteb’s CBBTmCATB. 

1. Muttr. —A candidate for the Moster’B certificate must be not loss than 21 
^ears of age and must have served five years at sea—’ 

(o) in tho performance of deck duties of which one year must have been in a 
capacity not lower than that of first or only Mato of a home-trade sail¬ 
ing ship of not loss than 100 tons burden u-hilst holding a Mute’s 
certificate for home-trade sailing sliips or a second Mate’s Certificate for 
foreign-going vessels; or 

(b) in the performance of deck duties of which two and a half years must have

‘2. Examination in navigation. —In addition to the qualifications required of a 
Mate, a candidate for a Master’s certificate will bo required to find on a chart the 
course to steer by compass in order to counteract the effects of a given current and 
to find the distance tlie ship will make good towards a given point in a given time. 
He will also be required to find latitude by a meridian altitude of the sun and 
find cixnpass cfirrections by amplitude or asimuth and prove that he is faipiliar 
with the use of the sextant. He will also be required to work out practically the 
cor^tini^ to apply to soundings at a given time and place, to compare with the 
depth marked on the chart, 

.S. Examination in Saamanship. —In addition to the qualifications required of a 
Mate, a candidato for a Master’s certificate must understand how to rig a sea 
anchor, and how to get a cast of tiio loud in heavy weather. He U'ill be examined 
as to his resource's fpr the preservation of the crew and passengers in th'e event of 
wreck, and the steps to be taken if his vessel is disabled and drafting towards a lee 
shore, and will be required to answer any other questions appertaining to the 
management of a home-trade sailing ship which the Examining Board may think 
necessary to put to him. He must also understand elementary ship’s business and 
the general duties of a Master. He must satisfy the Examining Board that he 
has an adequate knowledge of the storm signals ns used in home-trade waters, and 
that lie is thoroughly acquainted with the differoiit routes to be taken at various 
seasons of the year in home-trade waters.

1. CVaases for tho training of plcaderB in sarveying will be opened in January 1925 
in connection with the Bengal Engineering College, the Bihar School of Engineering, 
Patna, the Dacca School of Engineering, provided sufficient candidates register their 
names at each centre.

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STATEMENT OE OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

On the 8th Marsh, 1924, the following resolution was adopted by the Assembly :— 

“This Assembly recommends to the Governor General in Council— 

(1) that India do ratify the International Convention for the sappre.ssi6n of the 

circnlation of, and traffic in, obscene publications, dated the twelfth day of 
September, One Thousand Nine Himdred and Twenty-ihree, which was 
drafte>l by the International Conference which met at Geneva under the 
auspices of the League of Nations on the 31 st August, 1923 ; 

(2) that in the legislation to be introduced in the Indian Legislature in accordance 

with the provisions of the Oonvention, ithhould be made rfh aggravation of 
the offence of the offer, delivery, sale or distribution of obse:»jie matters or 
things if such is made to persons of either sex below a certain age." 

A resolution in identical terms was adopted by the Council of State on the 11th 
March, 1924. The Bill proposes to give effect to this resulutioi^. 

2. In the first place, the proposed section 292 of the Indian Penal Code is intended 
to give effect to Article 1 of the International Convention for the suppression of the 
circulation of, and traffic in, obscene publications, which runs as follows :— 

“ The High Contracting Parties agree to take all measures to discover, prosecute and 
punish any person engaged in committing any of the following offences and accordingly 
agree that 

It shall be a punishable offence : 

(1) For purposes of or by way of trade or for distribution or public exhibition tO' 

make or produce or have in possession obscene writings, drawings, prints, 
paintings, printed matter, pictures, posters, emblems, photographs, cinemato¬ 
graph films or any other obscene objects ; 

(2) For the purposes above mentioned to import, convey or export or cause to be 

imported, conveyed or exported any of th'^ said obscene matters or things 
or in any manner whatsoever to put them into circulation; 

(3) To carry on or take part in a busineas, whether public or private, concerned 

with any of the said obscene matters or things, or to deal in the said matters 
or things in any manner whatsoever, or to distribute them or to exhibit 
them publicly or to make a business of lending them ; 

(4) To advertise or make known by any means whatsoever, in view of assisting in. 

the said punishable circulation or traffic, that a person is engaged in any of 
the above punishable acts, or to advertise or to make known how or from 
whom the said obscene matters or things can be procured either directly or 
indirectly.” 

The existing exception in section 292 of the Code is, however, retained. 

3. In the final A^t of the International Conference which drafted the Convention, it 
was stated that the Conference generally was of opinion that the offences of offering, 
delivering, selling or distributing obscene objects muse be held to have been aggravated 
when comiKitted in respect of minors. Tiie Council considered that it would be prefer¬ 
able to leave each State free to fix tlio age iin ler wiiich a person should be considered 
to be a minor for the purposes of this provision. The principle of ihis rocotnmsndation 
was accepted in the resolution adopted by both Chambers of the Indian Legisiatnre 
though no deoision was arrived at as to the e.xact age that should b) specified. Local 
Governments were consulted upon the question an I after oonsidsring their replies, it has 
been decided to make the age 20 years. This proposal is given effect to in the proposed 
sectio n 293. 

4. The Convention, in Article 5, also provided that legislation should bo undertaken 
to make provision for the searching of any premises where there is reason to believe that 
obscene matters or things meution^ in Article 1 of the Convention are being made or 
deposited for any of the purposes specified in the Article, or in violation of its provisions, 
and for their soisure, detention and destruction. 

In clause 3 of the Bill, ithe necessary amendments ^ section 98 of the Code^f 
Criminal Procedure, 189S, to give offset to this Article of the Convention are embodiw. 

5. The remaining provisions <if the Bill are merely consequential.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

On the 20th February, 192.3, Mr. K. C. Neogy asked for leave to introduce a Bill In 
the Legislative Assembly to repeal the Wcrkman’s Breach of Contract Act, 1859, as 
amended by Act XII of 1920. The motion, which was &ially rejected by the Assembly, 
was opposed by Government on the ground that though the Act might not be necessary 
as an all-India measure. Local Governments must be at liberty to place before their own 
legislatures some measure to give protection, where necessary, to employers and industri¬ 
alists in particular areas and in particular circumstances. It was also pointed out that 
time most be given to employers and industrialists to adjust themselves to the changed 
conditions which would follow when the Act was repealed. An undertaking was, how- 
^ 3 r, given that Governmenrwould take the necessary steps to repeal the Act with effect 
from 1926. This Bill is intonded to give effect to that undertaking, and seeks to repeal 
with effect from Ist April 1926, the Act of 1859. An opportunity has at the same time 
been taken of repealing sections 490 and 492 of the Indian Penal Code which deal with 
cognate matters as their repeal seems to be a logical development of the repeal of the 
Act of 1859.

STATEMENT OF. OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

In order to be competent to contract a marriage under the provisions of the Special 
Marriage Act, 1872 (III of 1872), that Act provides (inter alia) that each party if he or 
she has not completed tho ago of 21 years must, obtain the consent of his or her father 
or guardian to the marriage. When this Act was enacted, the Indian Majority Act, 1875 
(IX of 187.5), hud not been passe<l. Except in cases where a guardian is appointed by a 
Court of Justice, this Act lurminates the minority of a person on completion of the 18th 
year. The English age of minority extends up to the completion of 21 years, which ago 
was taken as the age of minority in the Special Marriage Act of 1872. Consequently, 
under this Act, if a person compluies his 18th year but is below 21, and has no father 
alive or present to givo his consent, he cannot marry at all. Uo cannot obtain tho 
consent of his guaniian because he can have no guardian on attaining his majority, nor 
can he get one appointed for the purpose of obtaining his consent and thus comply with 
tho provisions of section 2 (3) of tho Special Marriage Act, since tho Guardian and Wards 
Act, 1890 (VIII of 1890), only applies to persons who are minors within the meaning of 
the Indian Majority Act, 1875: (soe i/nV/, section 4, sub-clanso 1). It is therefore clear 
that the Special Mairiage Act of 1872 has long ri.<;niro<l to bo amended so as to bring its 
section 2 (j)»in conformity with tho provisions of the Indian Majority Act, since with 
the statutory fixation 'of the ago of majority in this country at variance with tht English 
law, that section which followed the English law required also to be amended. Since 
the provisions of the Special Marriage Act have recently been enlarged by the enactment 
of Act XXX of 1923, representations have been made that its provisions cannot be availed 
of by persons between the ages of 18 and 21 owing to this anachronism in the law which 
requires to be rectified. The present Bill is intended to serve that purpose.

statement op objects and reasons. 

When the Indian Succession Act was passed in the year 1865 under the English law 
as it then existed a widow in the case of the intestacy of her husband, where there were 
no lineal descendants, took one half of his property if there were kindred. This is the 
role contained in section 27 of the Indian Succession Act, 1865. By the Intestates Estates 
Aot, 1890 (53 and 54 Viet., cap. 29), the law was altered and the whole estate went to the 
widow if it did not exceed in value .£500 and the intestate left no lineal descendants. 
Furthermpre in any case where there were no lineal descendants on such an intestacy 
even if the property exceeded £500 in value the widow was given a charge on the whole 
property up to £500. In connection with the Bill to consolidate the law relating to suc¬ 
cession which is before the Council of State attention has been drawn to the difference 
between the law in England and in India. The Bengal Chamber of Commerce, the 
Solicitor to the Oovernment of Bengal and the Administrator General all consider that 
t1(.re is a case for amendment. The present Dill adopts the more liberal rule of the English 
law. It only need be added that, in view of section 43 which provides that a husband 
surviving his wife has the same rights in respect of her property on her intestacy as she 
.has on his, it will confer the same benefits on the widower as the Bill expressly confers 
on the widow. It is suggested there is no ground for differentiation and this result is in 
accordance with the general tenor of the Indian Act.

The Ac. applies to Indian soliliers serving under war conditions 
and provides intsr alia for ih.i postponement in certain circnmstuncos of civil and 
revenue proceedings in whioli an unropres nted Indian soldier is a party an ! for the 
deduction from porio Is of limitation in suits, appeals or applications by Indian soldiers of 
the periods during wliicli tlxey have b ‘hu .»orviug uiider war conditums. The Act applies 
to service iiii 1 t w.tr con licious during ilie war and for six montiis tin^reafter, and to 
other service whicli i.s decl.ir nl by the <}oV(M'uor-(hmeral in C.xuiicil to bo service under 
war condition.^. ^ 

2. It was sagge.ste l that tin protection reiuiro 1 in tlie.se matters Ixy Indian soldiers 
serving nn ler war conlitions was a'so rc>(iiir<-d by Indian suldieis starving on garrison 
■ luty overseas and in ■M>r;ain areas in India. I.ocai Governments and Administrations 
were accordingly coiisulte I in regard to the working of the existing Act. They unani¬ 
mously accept the suggesii'm to «‘Xtend i's oporatiuti, and are of opinion tliat it has lioen 
found to bo of real benefit to tlii- absent. Indian soldier, and tiiat the hardship caused to 
the general public has heoii uegligihle. Certain of the antlioritios ooiisulted wore, how¬ 
ever, of opiniiin that the Act should not apply to sail?, appeals or applications to enforce a 
right of pre-empiioa. nor to cas.'s in which the ini Tests of the soldier in the proceeding 
arc either identical witli or are ado piately represented by another party to the proceeding. 
The former restriction on the application of the Act may ho compared with the e.xoeption 
in section .S of the In li in Limitation Act, I'.UtS, and (lie restriction whs proposed because 
of the insecority of tenure whicli is iiivolv • I by tlie present law in such cases. The Bill 
has hoeii prepared to give elfect to tho.se sngge.stioii*:, uiid it has been oon.sidered expedient 
to pC vide for tiiem liy consolidating and amending the law on the subject.

STATEMENT OF OBJEOTS AND KEASONB. 

During recent strikes in India it lias been discovered that certain groups of unscrupu¬ 
lous employers have been in the habit of stopping the wages duo to workmen who have 
worked in their factories even for a full period of a month, thereby causing a groat deal 
of hardship to such workers ami their dependants. The scandal crcati'd Iiy such action on 
the part of employers was such tliatcvon the Government of Bomliay had recently to tako 
notiud of it. The matter was subsequently raised in the Houses of Parliament wdien- ii 
was stated that the question of legislation on the lines indicated in the suggestion that 
payments to workers sliould be made on the w’oekly basis was umler consideration. The 
passing of this Bill will certainly go a long way in getting a worker not only ont of the 
clutches of mill Managers and mill Agents, but equally ont of the clutches of the averd||o 
money lender, considering that under tlic present circumstances an average worker’s 
family in industrial are:i, where payment is madn on a monthly basis, has to subsist cn 
credit for a period of six weeks of their initial etnployiueut with not a aiiiglo pice of their 
remnnoration being paid to them during such period of their employment.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The object of this Bill is twofold :—Firstly, it is intended to prohibit the ouiployment 
of women in those industries tho work in which is regulated by law, six weeks after con¬ 
finement, to enable them to leave work six weeks before uontiueinent and to prevent 
them from being dismissed from service during the d iys of their absence from work 
due to their advanced state of pregnancy and coiifin.-ment. Secondly, liiiring the 
peiiod of her absence dne to th.t above-mentioned reasons a woman worker slionhi be 
provided with financial help siilUcient to maintain horself ami the chiltl in a healthy 
condition. The money necessary for tliis purpose is to be raised by the Local (i#rern- 

ment by levying contribations upon the industries covered by the Bill in the form 

of a small cess on the products of the industries or in some other convenient form to bo 
decided by the Local Government. The amount to be given to each worn in entitleii to 
receive the benefit and the manner of payment and other matters connected with the Bill 
are left to he settled by the Local Governments by rules tuu<ic by them. 

The Bill seeks to carry out some of the proposals contained in the Draft Convention 
passed at the first InternstiunHl Labour Couforouen held at Washington in 1919. If India 
dtisires to secure her proper place among the civilised nations of the world she cannot 
plead her inability to treat her women workers in the way in which civilised nations are 
expected to do. Moreover, there seems to bo a natural desire in the country for rapid 

industrialisation. But if indnstrialisiu is to be an unmixod blessing to the working 
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claHScs, timely provision most he made to avoid and oonuteraOt the evils incidental 
to tliu introduction of the new system. There is no iloubt that if women contiune tlioir 
lon^ and arduous work in factories, mines and other organised industries even in 
an ativanced state of pregnancy and imme<iiate]y after confinement their health ami the 
health of their cliildren will not fail to sufTor. 

Provision of maternity benefit during the days of enforced absence is necessary as 
without such provision, more prevention of work will be a meivsnre of doubtful utility, 
it is but fair that the financial burden of. the provision of the maternity benefit should 
fail upon indnstrie.s that employ women with their natural sex disabilities. Moreover, 
as only a small proportion of women out of the total number of women employed- will be 
eligible for t'o inateniity benefit during the course of the year, the intidenco of the 
burden will be fery small. To prevent women workers from being dismissed some lime 
before they become'entitled. to the'maternity benefit it is necessary that tlio maternity 
benefit should be paid out of the grneral fund and net by individual employers. As the 
welfare of labour is a I’rovinciai subject it is only proper that the working our of the 
scheiuo for the maternity benefit shoitlil be left to Local Governments.

• This amending Hill is intended to prohibit reservation of compartments in railway 
trains for the e.xclusive use of persons belonging to any particular community, race or creed. 
In certain prosecutions under section 109 of the Indian Railways Act, 1890 (IX of 1890), 
the point at issue was whether such reservation amounted to undue preference within the 
meaning of section 42. Thu High Courts have variously interpreted s<.'Ction 42 in Ihcso 
cases while agreeing that such reservation is not ultra vires.' The present amendment 
will place the matter beyond doubt and bring the law into line with public opinion.

CHAPTER I.—GBNBHAL PRINCIPLES AND RDLBS. 


Short title. 
Definitions. 


1. These rules may be called the Cantonment Account 
Code, 1924. 

In these rules unless there is anything repugnant in. 
the subject or context,— 


(a) “ Accountant General” moans the Civil Accountant-General or Civil Comp¬ 
troller of Accounts ; 

■ (6) ” the Act ” means the Cantonments Act, 1924 ; 

(c) “ Form ” means a Form contained in the Second Schedule to these rules ; 

(d) ” President ’* means the President of the Cantonment Board in a cantonment 

where such a Board has been constituted, and, in other cantonments, the 
Commanding OUicer of the cantonment; 

(c) “Treasury ” means a Government treasury or sub-treasury or tho Imperial 
Bank of India or any other bank to which Government treasury business 
has been entrusted, and includes a banker or person acting as a banker with 
whom a cantonment fund is deposited under section 107 (2) of the Act; 

(/) “ Treasury OlTlcer ” includes a banker, or person acting as a banker with 
whom a cantonment fund is deposited under section 107 (2) of the Act. 


3. Wherever in these rules, any'act or proceeding in tho office of the Cantonment 

Authority is directed or allowed to bo done or taken on a 
ect o c one o i «yi. Certain day or within a prescribed period, then, if the 

office is closed on that day or on the last day of the prescribed period, the act or pro¬ 
ceeding shall be deemed to be done or taken in due time if it is done or taken on the next 
day thereafter on which the office is open.

under separate officials who for this purpose shall be termed, respectively, the Cashier and 
the Accountant. All sums due to the Cantonment Authority shall bo received by the 
former official, and in no case shall be the same person compile the accounts and superin¬ 
tend the collection of taxes and other revenue. No person employed in a treasury shall 
assist in any way in collecting cantonment revenue, or in posting the cantonment books.

• Code shall be made, and no new forms shall be introduced

9. Corrections and alterations in accounts shalt be neatly made in red ink (a siugie 

- ,,,, ,, line being drawq through the original entry which it is 

* desired to correct and attested by the dated initials of the 

Executive Officer, or in the case of departmental accounts by the dated initials of the 
offlcer-in-oharge. Each correction or alteration in the total of a voucher should be 
attested by the dated initials of the person signing the receipt ; each correction or altera¬ 
tion in the order of payment must Ite attested in the same way by thd officer ordering the 
payment. Corrections in an assessment list shall not be made save under the initials of a 
person authorised under the Act, or the rules made thereunder, to alter the assessment. 

Erasures and overwritings shall on no account be made in registers, statements, 
cheques, vouchers or accounts of any description. 


Audit nf Accounts.

(1) The accounts of the cantonment fund shall be audited by the Accountant 
General, and the cost of such audit shall be paid by the 
Cantonment Authority concerned. 

(2) The Cantonment Authority shall at the time of audit cause to be produced all 
accounts, registers, documents and subsidiary papers which may be required by the 
auditor to assist him in his investigations. . * 

11. The objection statements issued by the auditor in the course of audit shall be 

. returnetl to him promptly, an<l in any case before the 

close of audit, with notes showing the action taken or 
which it is proposed to take to sottle the objections raised, over the signature of the 
President. The auditor shall return for further action any items on which final or 
sufficient action has not in his opinion been taken ; and shall before leaving bring to the 
petsonal notice of the President items which have not been disposed of. 

12. (1) The Accountant General-will forward a copy of the audit note with his 

remarks to the President, the Officer Commanding-in-Chief, 
Au It note. the Command, and the Local G<)vernment concerned, for 

necessary action. 

(2) The audit note should contain the following certificate :—

(2) In cases where in the opinion of the .Accountant, General suitable action has not 
been taken on the audit report, he shall send the case for orders, to the Officer Command- 
ing-in-Chief, the Command, or the Local Government or the Government of India as he 
thinks fit. 

Cantonment Fund Losses. 


14. (1) Whenever any loss of cantonment monies, stores or other property through 
' embezzlement, fraud, theft or other cause is discovered, 
nqn y into osbcb. inquiry shall at once be instituted by the President and 

the fact of the loss shall be reported forthwith by him diroet to the Loc.il Government 
and to the Accountant General, who shall, if necessary, investigate the matter. WhOT tbi* 
matter has been fully inquired into, a report shall be submitted to the Local Government 
and the Accountant General showing the total sum of money lost, fhe circumstances in 
which the lois took place, ainl the steps taken to recover the mcney and to punish the 
offenders, if any. 

A report of any action taken under this rule shall be sent by the President, to tho 
Officer Commanding-in-Chief, the Command. 

(2) Money, the value of stores or other property thus lost, shall not bo written off the 
aoooants except with the sanction of the Governor General in Council, provided that 
losses, the amount of which does not exceed Rs. 500 in any individual case, may be 
written off by the Officer Cummanding-iu-Chief, the Command.

15. The Executive Otlicer or other oGGoial shall not issue duplicates or copies o£ 

receipts granted for money received, or duplicates or copies

If any necessity arises for such a document a certificate maf 
be given that on a specified day, a certain sum on a certain account was received from or 
paid to a certain psrson. In the case of a bill or deposit repayment voucher passed for 
payment at a treasury but lost before encashment or payment, the oiBcer who drew the 
original bill or voucher should ascertain from the treasury that payment h^s not been 
made on the original bofore he issues a duplicate, which should bear distinctly on its face 
the word “ (^uplieatp ” written in red ink.

Preparation and Submission.

111. (I) On or before the let day of September in each year, the Cantonment

Chief, the Command, a budget estimate of the receipts 
(including grants-in-aid required, if any) to be paid into, and of the expenditure to be 
incurred from, the cantonment fund for the ensuing financial year.

, 17. The following general rules ^-shall be observed in 

ITepa^tion o( budget ..timete. preparing the budget estimate 


(a) The estimate of income shall bo based upon a comparison of the last three 

years’receipts and, in the caso of fixed income, upon the actual demands, 
inclusive of any arrears due which are likely to be realized. When receipts 
are rising or falling, and the three years’ averages are deceptive, a rise or 
fall, as tho case may be, may be provided in the budget estimate, suitable 
explanatory notes being added for each important variation. 

• 

(b) The estimate of expenditure on fixed establishments as well as fixed monthly 

recurring charges on account of rent, allowances, etc., shall be made accord¬ 
ing to the actual sanctioned scale, irrespective of savings, anil shall provide 
for the gross sanctioned pay without deductions of any kind. In the case of 
progressive salaries, the rates of pay which will be due on the Ist September 
of the year to which the budget relates shall be adopted. 

(c) For contingent expend! ture, the estimates shall be based upon the average 

actual o.xpenditare of tho past three year.s, exclusive of any special items of 
expenditure that may have been incurred during those years. 

(d) The budget estimate shall bo framed so as to provide for a closing balance of 

not less than 10 per cent, of the estimated ordinary annual expenditure. 

(e) The invested fund.s of the Cautoriment Authority shall not be shown in the 

opening and closing balances ; but details thereof according to face value 
shall be given in Appendix B to the budget estimate. ** 


IS. The Officer Commanding-iu-Chief, tho Copiniand, may sanction the budget 
Sanction of bndBe!. cHtimatc. oBtimate, provided that, if the budget estimate provides for 

a grant-in-aid from the Government of India, or if in the 
opinion of the Otlicer Commanding-in-Chief, the Command, the budget estimate requires 
modification for any reason, ho shall submit it with his recommendations for the orders 
of tin* Governor General in Council.

The officer making a 
payment order shall bo permiially responsible that the bill is complete and affords 
sufficient information as to the nature of the payment, and that the payee actually 
receives the sum passed. •

(2) On receipt of a cheque book the drawing officer shall record on it the number of 
forms it cbntains. When relieved of his office, he shall take a receipt for the number of 
cheques made over to his successor, and shall send to the treasury a specimen of the 
relieving officer’s signature. 

32. (1) Every cheque shall be signed by the Executive Officer ; provided that, in the

(.3) As soon as possible after the close of the month, tho minimum balance at the 
credit of the account between the close of tho 4th day and the cud of the 
month, shall bo entered in column 14 of tho ledger and carried into tho 
broadsheet.

If a refund is ordered, a note of the refund shall he matle against tho original credit 
entry in the monthly statement concerned before payment of tho refund is made.

81. In onler to enable a check to be kept upon the number of stamps e.xpended by 

each department using stamps upon the business of the 
Stamp .iceonni. Cantonment Authority, a stamp register shall be main¬ 

tained in Form No. Cant. 30-B. This register shall be used primarily for postage stamps, 
but also for receipt or other stamps, separate pages being allottetl for each ilescription, 
and columns 5 and 6 being modified as requireil. The balance of stamps in hand shall 
be verified once a month by tho official in charge of the department, who shall make a 
note of the verification in the remarks column under his signature. This register will 
also serve the purpose of a despatch register.

The 
cost of the forma supplied shall be paid immediately on receipt of advice from the Deputy 
Controller of the amount due.

A. T. Weston, Deputy Director of Industries, wont on leave on 
the 16th April 11)2.3, making over charge of his office to Mr. E. Hoogeworf, 
officiating Inspector of Technical and Industrial Institutions, and the latter 
post remained vacant since that date. Dr. Rasik Lai Dutt continued to be 
the Industrial Chemist throughout the yeai*. Mr. C. W. Budd, Industrial 
Engineer, resigned his appointment on the expiry of his leave on the 8th 
July 1923, and the post has not been filled up siuce. 

Of the five Superintendents of Industries whose posts were decided to 
be Jtbolished in accordance with the decision of Gov(?rnment on the Provincial 
Retrenchment Committee’s report, four relinquisheci their respective offices 
during the year under review, while the fifth vacated his post shortly after 
the close of the year. 

A final decision is expected to be reached shortly on the question as to 
the real requirements of tlie department in the matter of superior staft’. 

Orders have, however, issued since the close of the year ellecting a 
heavy reduction in the clerical establishment of the tlepartment. 

3. ActivltlOS of tho Dopartment.^ —The present activities of the Indus¬ 
tries Department may be classified under the following main heads :— 

(1) research and experiments ; 

(2) propagamla by means of— 

(o) holding demonstrations of proved results at suitable 
centres ; 

(6) departmental bulletins ; and 

(c) participation in the several exhibitions h*eld in tho province. 

(3) encouragement of indigenous industries by technical assistance 

and advice as well as by securing special concession*8, where 
possible ; 

(4) organisation of markets for local products ; and 

(5) provision for technical and industrial education— 

(rt) by maintaining Government institutions ; 

(6) by subsidising or granting scholarships tenable at private 
institutions ; and 

(e) by the grant of State technical scholarships. 

It is gratifying to note that in spito of financial and other difficulties the 
reptjrt records fairly satisfactory progress in all these directions. 

4. Research and experiments. —Research and experiments are essen¬ 
tial preliminaries to all industrial development. As none but very big 
industrialists can afFoi*d to undertake these on their own account, tho first 
and tjie most useful assistance that can be leudercd by Government to small 
concerns, of which rhe Bengal industries as at present organised mostly 
consist, is to carry on re8(>arch and experimental work on their behalf so as 
to discover tho value of different raw materials and to evolve practical 
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sohumes for their utilization. In the ahyonco of a laboraiory great incon¬ 
venience is being felt by the department in conducting reBearch work. The 
Director of Industrioa has accordingly submitted a scheme for tlio establish¬ 
ment of a reserfreh laboratory which iw now under tho considoration of 
Government. 

• • • 

His Excellency tho Governor is, however, glad to notice that not>virh- 
standing the difticulty mentioned abov<5 tho dopartinenr has carried on 
some very important research work during tho year, and that several nstjful 
experiments were in progress when the year ended. The ln(lu8t?ial Chemist 
has discovered certain useful and novel methcxls for the direct comparison 
of the damp-proofing qualities "of different varieties of glue. Experiments 
conducted by him in several shellac factoi-ies for devising means for refining 
shellac have also proved successful. At his instance experimonts have also 
been sucoessfully carried out in tho llolliaghata Glass Works so as to show 
that in the manufacture of good glass sodium carljonate or soda ash intported 
from Europe can be partly or wholly replaced by tho cheai)er salt cake 
obtainable as a bye-proiluet in the acid industry without the use of high 
temperature which was hitherto believed to liave been necessary. A process 
has also been worked out for turning out marketable leal her from dry sa^lted 
hides, and considerabh; success has been obtained in clemonstraiing the 
manufacture of fancy leather fi-om goat skins and sheep skins. These res'ults 
are calculated to bo of great commercial value to the industries concerned. 

Exp(}riments are now in progress for (1) tlie manufacture of box sides 
from local cow hides. (:J) tlio manufacture of glace kid from local goat skins, 
(3) the manufacture of chamois leather from sheep skins, and ( t) a suitable 
metlnxl of retting of cocoanut husk for the i)urpose of coir manufacture. 
Interostiug investigations are also being carrie<l on for the preparation of 
suitable pigment finishes for Indian hides and skins and on tho possibility 
of finding some industrial use for the water hyacinth, the stem of which is 
believed to provide a durable material for tln) manufacture of mats. Govern¬ 
ment look forward to the successful completion of those and other experi¬ 
ments in progress, specially of tho one last mentioned, success in which will 
indirectly act as a stimulus towards tho destruction of this notorious pest. 

5. Propaganda: Demonstration, publication of bulletins and parti¬ 
cipation in exhibitions. —Special opportunities were afforded by the Calcutta 
K!xhibition held during the year under report for displaying tho ai’ts and 
crafts of Bengal. Tho exhibition was opened under the patronage of His 
Excellency tlio Governor on the Ist of December 1923 and lasted for 
61 days.. While the exhibition was open to every article of trade,.commerce 
or industry dealt with in India—whether imported or indigenous—special 
facilities were offere<l for local industries. Of all tho Government depart¬ 
ments participating in the exhibition the Dopartmeut of Industries naturally 
took the most active part, and the demonstrations carried on at the exhibi¬ 
tion by the staff of tho Calcutta Research Tannery and the Seramporo Weaving 
Institute were specially impressive and instructive. The department also 
undertook tho organisation and display of the exhibits sent by tho several 
District Cottage Industries Committees and the Industrial and Technical 
Institutions in Bengal. Thus the exhibition, although originally organised 
to servo as a preliminary to the British Empire Exhibition of 1924, had a 
great industrial, commercial and educative value of its own. Thanks of 
Government (Department of Agriculture and Industries) are due to«the 
organisers of the exhibition who in tho face of manifold difficulties carried 
the undertaking to a successful issue. 

Two other demonstrations were held by tho Calcutta Research Tannery 
during tho year, viz., one at Sandip in the Noakhali district and the other at 
the Dacca Social Service and Industrial Exhibition. The former has proved so 
successful that one gentleman who attended the demonstrations regularly has 
started a small tannei'y, and a proposal for opening another tannery on a fairly 
large scale by some other goutleinon of that locality is now on foot. 
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weavinjir demonstrations were l)old during the year, many of 
wliieh have cjilled ft)rth immediate local response. Special efforts wore hiade 
to introduce fly-sliultle Iboms among the silk and tuamr weavers, also jute 
weaving on ily-shuttle looms tand jute spinning on an improved type of 
autoiiiatid charica. , , 

The ponpateti(! weaving schools are reported to have done 8p<;eially good 
work in popularising improved methods of handloom weaving, and about 600 
fly-shuttle sleys wore introiluced through their agency during the yeai- under 
review. Govtuaiment will consider sympathetically the recommendation of 
the Directo^ of Tiijltistries for an extension of this branch of work. 

The following useful publications were issued by the department during 
the year under report, viz.:— 

(1) improvements in the refining of shellac by Dr. R. L. Dutt, Indus’- 

trial Chemist, Bengal. Govei*nment are glad to note that this 
bulletin has already proved so useful as to have created a 
demand for itself even outside the Presidency ; 

(2) bleaching of Gemjwa wood in the manufacture of matches by the 

•' same author and liy Mr. Tincouri Basu—a publication which is 

, also largely in demand and is of special interest to those 

engaged in the match industry ; 

(.3) report on the investigation into tho possibilities of the match 

industry in Bengal by Mr. A. P. Ghosh. As staled in tho 

resolution on the preceding year’s annual report, this report, 

containing as it does many practical suggestions in regard,to 

one of the most promising industries in Bengal, is expected to 

be a very useful guide to those who are interested in tho 

industry ; and 
» 

(4) a bulletin on small tannery schemes which has been compiled to 
meet the frequent demand for information on the subject of 
organisation of small tanneries. 

6 . Encouragement of indigenous industries by technicai assistance 
and advice as weii as by securing special concessions.— The department 
deserves to be congratulated on- its activities in encouraging indigenous 
industries by technical assistance and advice. 

With a view to deraonsi.rating to the brass and bell-metal workers the 
usefulness of a mechanical hammer, Govcu’ument sanction was asked for 
and .accorded to the purchase of such a liaminor. The Calcutta Siesearch 
Tannei-y, besides tanning leathers for private individuals, undertook the 
machine work involved in finishing the leathers of many small t.anners in the 
neighbourhood f)f Calcutta. At the instance of the Bangitola Button 
Factory in the Malda district experiments with crude buttons were carried 
on by the Industrial Chemist, and improved methods of bleaching and 
polishing pearl buttons were demonstrated to tho proprietors of the factory. 
In addition to the usual loans granted to ex-students of tho Serampore 
Weaving Institute to (uiable them to set up weaving* factories, assistance 
in tho shape of supplying skilled labour, ti-ainod exports or expert instruc¬ 
tion, was grant(!d lo 20 industrialists or firms. 

• Besides the above the report makes mention of valuable assistance of 
various other descriptions rendered and technical information supplied to a 
largo number of industrialists. No less than 400 enquiries for technical 
information and .advice were dealt with during the year, many of which 
necessitated oxperiment.al investigation and even extensive research. 

In many cases the department acted as a useful and willing medium 
for putting industrialists into touch with suppliers of their raw materials as 
well as with firms supplying suitable type of machinery for their manufac¬ 
turing operations. *

7. Survey of Cottage Industries.— As a proliminary to tin; consi¬ 
deration of the subject of better organisation of und.assistanee to the cottage 
industries, a survey was completed of all the cottage industries of the 
jirovince, ami the report of the survey is awaitetl with interest. 

8. State aid to Industries.— The Director of industries h<as urged the 
desirability of taking steps to encourage cottage industnes and neiy or 
nascent basic industries by moans of lin.incial ahl and by the subsiilising of 
research. 'Phe State Aid to Industries Bill which was drawn up to sefcure 
these objects is still under the consideration of Government. 


9. Organisation of markets for local products. - Government notice 

with pleasure that the. department Inis not betMi forgetful of the fact that one 
of.tho most efh^ctive moans of stimulating imligenoiis industries is to liml 
suitable and la^ady market for the linished producis. As instances of the 
valuable assistamu; rendered in this direction may be meiitionod the 
following :—

lo.« Technical and Industrial education.— At tin* present stage of 
development of Imlian imlustries, one of the most effective measures that 
can be adopted by Government for (;reating an industrial organis.ition in this 
country is to make suitable provision for industrial and technical education 
with the ultimate object of making India self-contained in respect of skilled 
labour. His Kxc«dlency the; Governor regrets that financial stringency stood 
in th(j way of any substantial progress being nuuh; during the year undm- 
review in the matter of technical ami imlustrial edmiation, and applications 
for finamnal assist.*jnce received from many industrial schools liad to bo 
refused. 

A sum of Us. 10,000 was, however, sanctioned as an annual grant-in-aid 
to the Jamshedpur Technic.al Institute on the condition that fivt; si ats should 
be reserved for caiululates from Bengal. Uocruitmont of the staff reetbired 
for the Kanchrapara Technical School was nearly completed during the year, 
while the remaining staff cannot yet be appointed for want of .'iccommodation 
to be provided by the railway authorities. 'Phe Mining Lectunn* ami one 
assistant lecturer required for imparting mining instructions in coal-fields 
were appointe<l during the yo.ar, and a second Assistant Lecturer has been 
taken in since its close. Manuals were drawn up on mine surveying ami 
coal mining, anil the construction of mining lecture halls at Uaniganj and 
Sitarainpur was completed. The number of pupils attending the Knglish 
and Bengali mining lectures were 204 and 89 resiMJCtively. The construction 
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of Imildiiiiis for t.ho (3rth;ul.t.;i Tocliisioal School has also boon c,oinplol.od, lait 
tlu3 matorialiH:if.ion of this vio’y important and dosirahhi schciin! is now 
awaiting pr jvision of funds and tln^ cpncurrcnco of iho Calcutta Corporation 
to tlio paymont (if tho annua) contribution cxpc(;t;c(l from that bodj’ towav«ls 
the recurring expenditure.

The 
ileinsion takmi l)y Covernmenl on the recoinim.'udation of tlio Bengal 
lietrenchment (3ommitt«‘(3 abolishing the sysltmi of grantiujr sti])endH and 
fi’oe-studontsliips to the stmlonts of the hight'r classes adversely affecited 
admission, mid Government have consequently nJvised these onlin-s since the 
close of the year. The-suggestion contained in paragraph 1(U of *he report 
for altering tlie date of commencmneait of session of the- liistitnti! will receive 
the attention of (Jovernment. 

One hundred and sixty-thrijo candidatits appeared in the A])prenticeship 
Examination htdd by flio Board of Control for appnmticcrship training. 
Out of those .‘Ui passed. The Board arranged the practical training of eiglit 
]>ass(.‘il students witli ajiproved firms for periods from om; to three yt'-ars. 

'riie Overseer Examination Boai’d was reconstituted. There was a 
district increasd in the number of pupils who ai)iieaiH!d in the annual 
technological examination of the City and Guilds of London instituti^ in both 
textile and non-textile subjects eonducteil at the (Tovornment W’eaving 
Institute, Seramporc, the •lagannath Inti>rmodiate (Jollegc, Dacca, and the 
Government (himmercial Institute, Calcutta, tho total numbin’ of c.andidates 
and tho total number wlio passed being 218 and S.n, respectively, against the 
(lorrespoiiding figures of lJi-1 and 35 of the previous year. 

The total number of industrial and technical schools maintained by 
Government was 28. The total number of non-Governnient Institutions 


during the year was 65 against 60 in the preceding year. Of tliese 51) were 
in receipt of grants-in.-aid. The total number of pupils atti iiding these 93 
Kchixila at the close of the year was 4,039. The total expenditure incurred 
on them during tho year was Us, 5,73,805 out of which Us. 2,17,275 was t!on 
tributed by Government, Us. 81,035 from local funds, while the balance was 
met from fees, endowments and other private soni’ces, 

A handbook containing full information regarding the courses of study, 
rules of admission, fees, stipends, etc., in the various teclinical and industrial 


schools in the province is under pn^paration by the Director of Industries 
and is expected to be sliortly available lo the public. 

Two State technical scholarships tenable in England were awarihal iluring 
Iho year under review for studying (1) silk weaving, reeling and dyeing, and' 
(2) tho manufacture and roliuing of vegetable and fish oils. ^ 

11. His Excellency the Governor records his appri'ciation of the 
ofiicient management of tho department by Dr. 1). B. Meek and Messrs. 
Weston and Hoogewerf and of the useful reseridi w'ork conducted by 
Dr. Uasik Lai Dutt, Industrial Chemist, and Mr. B. M. Dass, Superintendent, 
Calcutta Uosearch Tannery. He also takes this opportunity of expressing his 
thanks to tho members of tho Advisory Board of Industries and of the other 
BcKirds and Committees connected with the department for their valuable 
assistance and ailvico.
